night told, for the first time, the 
full story of the bloody mutiny 
by rebellious convicts. 

Reporters arrived here under 
close scrutiny, and were given an 
electric-eye “squint” from the 
gadget which detects metal ob- 
jects. Then they were driven 
over a winding road from the 
dock to the warden’s office, adja- 
cent the cell block building. 

Johnston said: 

“A 2:30 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon I got a ring at my home. 
A guard said, ‘Warden, there is 
some trouble in the cell house— 
I don’t know what it is but I 
think it is serious.’ 

“I said, ‘all right, turn on the 
siren. When I got back to my 
‘ffice I found Associate Warden 
E. J. Miller coming out of the 
cell house, his eyes were watery 
and one side of his face was all 
black, 

“He said, ‘somebody’s loose in 
the cell house with a gun.’ 

“T asked him, ‘do you know who 
it is?’ He said ‘yes it’s Coy.’ He 
said he and other men had rushed 
in to answer a guard’s call for 
aid. Miller told me that on the 
way in, ‘I pulled a gas billy.’ 

“‘T saw what looked like an of- 
ficer down from the other side of 
the cel] house. But it wasn’t the 
officer, it was Coy. He said, you 
son of a bitch, I'll get you!’ He 
shot the gas billy out of my hand.’ 

“We couldn't raise the west gun 
gallery on the telephone,” Warden 
Johnston said. “It was the only 
place I could think of where Coy 
could have gotten that gun.” 

“We knew we Trad’ a” serious 
problem with a prisoner loose 
wearing a guard’s uniform with a 
rifle in his hand. We had prison- 
ers in the yard working in the 
laundry, clothing factory, dry 
cleaning and cement plants. 

“We decided the immediate 
thing to do was keep any armed 
prisoner inside the cell house. We 
contacted all the towers and found 
that some one had taken a shot 
at one tower man. He had ducked 
to the floor. All we could do was 
to tell the tower men to keep: 
alert and not let anyone outSide 
the cell building. 

“The next thing was to try to 

get a man into west gun gallery, 
where we had a prostrate guard.” 
Johnston explained the gun gal- 
lery was a protective position in 
the cell-block in which a man is 
locked from the outside. He is 
supposed to keep a watch on the 
floor to protect unarmed guards 
down there. 
Four guards had rushed into the 
cell block. They couldn’t be lo- 
cated, and the supposition was 
that they were hostages, Unarmed 
guards were sent into the yard 
and the shops to round up the 
prisoners who were loose and 
working there. They were cor- 
ralled under guard. 

“During this fracas one officer 
reported by telephone he was in 
a kitchen of the basement of the 
cell house, and that he had 18 
prisoners with him. He said he 
could handle the prisoners. His 
name was Ed Stucker, and he 
kept those prisoners down there 
through al] three days of the 
fighting,” Johnston said. 

A Dr. Clark, relief interne, and 
Dr. Farr, resident dentist, were 
in dispensary on the upper floor 
with prisoners. They locked them- 
selves in and stayed there during 
the entire battle. ; 

“The next problem was to get 
to Officer Dean Burch, whose 
rifle Paul Coy had managed ‘to 
obtain. Guards, including Harold 
Stites, tried to get into the gun 
gallery. Stites was killed in this 
attempt. 

“Two other officers were also 
shot assisting Stites. 

“Another officer was also 
smeared with blood, but his in- 
juries had come from trying to 
ishoot through a bullet-proof vision 
normal panel, and the bullet ricocheted 


U. S. Attorney and 7 FBI 
Men Land on The Rock 
to Begin Investigation 
— to Demand Death 
Penalty. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 4 (AP) 
~The fighting between guards 
and desperate convicts at Alcatraz 
eaded today. Federal Prison Di- 
rector James V. Bennett and War- 
den James A, Johnston announced 
that the last of the conspirators 
in the unsuccessful escape plot 
had been accounted for with the 
finding of the bodies of three of 
the ringleaders. 

Two guards and three convicts 
are known to have died in the 
fighting. Fourteen guards were 
wounded. The total number of 
convict casualties was not made 
known immediately, however. It 
has been estimated that from 25 
to 30 long-term murderers and 
kidnapers made the bloody at- 
tempt to escape from the govern- 
ment’s “escape-proof” prison is- 
land. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Daniel C. Deasy and 7 FBI in- 
vestigators landed on the island 
this afternoon to begin an investi- 
gation. Deasy said the death sen- 
tence would be demanded for all 
who are indicted by the United 
States grand jury as a result of 
- the investigation, 

The prison officials’ announce- 
ment came in the form of an- 
swers to questions which had been 
asked them by press services. 

“At the end of the battle this 
morning,” the statement read, 
“there was no resistance.” 

List of Dead Convicts. 

The dead convicts were identi- 
fied as: 

Bernard Coy, Kentucky bank 


robber who disarmed a guard 
and touched off the uprising 
Thursday by throwing a master 
switch that liberated other con- 
victs in a cell block. 

Joseph Paul Cretzer, Los An- 
geles bank robber, who took 
charge of the revolt and by 
account of wounded guards 
went kill-crazy and shot down 
‘guards held as hostages. 

Marvin F. Hubbard, Tennes- 
gee kidnaper. 

The statement said Cretzer, Coy 
and Hubbard “probably died as a 
result of gun shots in the tunnel 
or utilities corridor in a cell block.” 
Hubbard, a doctor's report said, 
probably died this morning 
around 8 am. The others died 
earlier. “Probably Coy died last 
evening and Cretzer somewhat 
later,” the report said. 

The officials said the number 
of conspitators who had taken 
part in the riot had not yet been 
finally established. The statement 
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EXPLOSIONS ROCK 
NUERNGERG AREA: 
Bla ARMS DEPOT 
SWEPT BY FIRE 


Blasts of Shells, Rockets 
and TNT Drive Civil- 
ians and Yanks Out— 
Poison Gas _ Stores 
Threatened.

FEUCHT, Germany, May 4 (UP) 
—United States Army units began 
evacuating Feucht, eight miles 
southeast of Nuernberg tonight as 
fire swept out of control through 
the giant Muna ordnance works 
and thunderous explogiuns rocked 
the countryside. 

Feucht is a mile and a half from 
the ordnance works, which were 
believed to contain at least 300,000 
tons of shells, bombs, TNT, pow- 
der and poison gas of the deadliest 
types. 

At 11 p.m. the fire was only a 
quarter of a mile from where the 
poison gas is stored. 

C'vilians were fleeing Feucht 
and Regen »ach, a mile from the 
works, as they had fled their 
flaming towns in war days. Long 
lines of women and men pushed 
baby carriages and hand carts 
away from the towns as red hot 
shell fragments screamed out a 
mile from the explosions and evil- 
smelling smoke billowed up into 
the sky, 

The explosions broke windows 


in Nuernberg and shook plaster 
from walls. 
V-2 Rockets Set Off. 

V-2 rockets stored at the dump 
were going up 10 to 15 a time. 
Each rocket weighs a ton. 

The Army established a special 
command post at the edge of 
Nuernberg’s walled, inner-city, in 
the Club Americana, Each new 
blast shook the command post and 
was followed by the rattling of 
falling tiles. 

To protect the International 
Military Tribunal Courthouse, all 
windows were opened except those 
of cells where Herman Goering 
and the other war crimes defen- 
dants are imprisoned. 

It was bright as daylight for 
miles around the fire. Multi- 
colored flares lighted the area. 

Pfc. Albert Hastings of Chicago 
said Negro troops of the 35lst 
Field Artillery Battalion had been 
blowing up the German ammuni- 
tion and supplies lately without 
any trouble. 

At 9:30 a.m. today a blast 
rocked a small arms shop. This 
was the first of a series of chain 
explosions, which spread slowly. 
Late in the day they began to 
detonate the “heavy stuff.” 

One U.S. Casualty. 

The only American Army cas- 
ualty reported so far was a lieu- 
t.nant, rot otherwise identified. 
Physicians at a German hospital 
said they had received no Ger- 
man casualties, but the fire was 
so dangerous they did not believe 
it would be possible to drag any 
victims: o.t for some time. 

German prisoners-of-war, all 
volunteers, have been doing the 
actual handling of the ammuni- 
tion, under American guard and 
supervision,

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BYRNES PROPOSES 
DISPUTED REGION 
UF VENEZIA GIULIA 
HULDPLEBISCITE 


Would Restrict Vote to 
Area Between Borders 
Suggested by U.S. and 
Russia— Molotov and 
Bevin Oppose Plan.

PARIS, May 4 (AP) — United 
States Secretary of State James 
F.. Byrnes tonight proposed hold- 
ing a plebiscite in the “no man’s 
land” between the boundary pro- 
ject d by the Americans and the 
line wanted by the Russians to 
isttle the Italian-Yugoslav border 
dispute, an American source re- 
ported. 

He was opposed by the Soviet 
and British foreign ministers, who 
said any plebiscite should cover 
the entire area claimed by both 
Italy and Yugoslavia. Byrnes 


asked the other ministers to think 
over his proposal before another 
meeting tomorrow, it was said. 

Earlier Soviet Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav M. Molotov received 
a cold reception on an offer to 
meet Italian interests “halfway” 
on colonial and reparations ques- 
tions if the disputed city of 
Trieste wag given to Yugoslavia, 
british informants sald. 

But on this point British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin de- 
clared “you cannot bargain away 

lives,” these sources 


Yugoslav Threat. 


The whole question of the dis- 
puted border area of Venezia 
with its main city of 
Trieste, was pointed up by Yugo- 
slav Deputy Premier Edward 
Kardelj, who asserted Yugoslavia 
would take “any measures it 
might judge necessary” if the 
foreign ministers put Slovenes in 
that territory under Italian rule. 

. He. told a news.conference at 
Soviet headquarters that Yugo- 
slavia “could never accept a Big 
Four decision giving Yugoslav 
peoples to another country.” 

Byrnes‘s proposal was to settle 
the difference between American 
and Russian suggestions for a 
boundary line by a plebiscite, or 
a vote of the people on the ques- 
tion. 

Russia insists wpon a boundary 
giving Trieste and most of Venezia 
Giulia to Yugoslavia. Britain and 
France have proposed boundaries 
roughly similar to the American 


one. 

The foreign ministers argued 
the border question three hours 
this morning, and again this af- 
ternoon in’.a two-hour meeting. 
Then they scheduled a Sunday ses- 
sion. 

Byrnes States Position. 

Before making his plebiscite 
suggestion, Byrnes said he could 
accept the British tine, which

Drinkers of beer (when they can 
get it) and stouter spirits will 
have an extra hour to do their 
tippling in St. Louis taverns un- 
der daylight saving time, City 
Counselor George L. Stemmler 
ruled yesterday. 

Taverns will be governed by 
state statutes, which take prece- 
dence over city ordinances, and 
therefore will continue to operate 
on Central Standard Time, Stemm- 
ler said in an opinion requested 
by Chief of Police James J. 
Mitchell.: Thus taverns can re- 
main open between the hours of 
6 a.m. and 1:30 am. Central 
Standard Time, on week days a. d 
must close at midnight Saturday, 
Central Standard Time. 

As the city is now operating on 
daylight saving time, the effect 
of Stemmler’s ruling is that tav- 
erns may remain open until 2:30 
a.m., Daylight Saving Time, on 
week days, and until 1 a.m. Sun- 
day, Daylight Saving Time. It will 
not mean an entire hour gained 
for tavern owners, however, for 
the taverns will have to open an 
hour later in the mornings on 
daylight saving time. 

Chief Mitchell immediately noti- 
fied all districts of the ruling and 
said taverns would be permitted 
to remain open until 1 a.m, today 
Daylight Saving Time.

tion: 


Manufacturing plants are clos- 
ing down all over the country as 
a result of the month-old coai 
strike, And yet the American peo- 
ple have barely begun to feel the 
full impact of this national dis- 
aster, The basic industries—par- 
ticularly steel—have received the 
initial body blow from the strike. 
The impact of even these indus- 
tries has been cushioned by 
stocks. on hand and in transit. 
But from now on the effects will 
spread rapidly throughout the 
economy and the damage to re- 
conversion progress will take 
months to mend. 


Not only have inventories of 
coal been nearly exhausted, but 
inventories of raw materials de- 
pendent upon coal are being 
depleted. Even after the miners 
return to the pits, it will take 
10 days to two weeks before 
coal consumers begin to receive 
a regular supply, and it will 
probably take another week for 
closed plants to build up suffi- 
client stocks to resume opera- 
tions. Then the first two weeks 
of production of basic materials 
will have to be used by manu- 
facturers of consumer goods to 
fill depleted pipelines—inven- 
tories of both raw materials and 
goods in process. ' | 

RAILROADS. 


Drastic curtailment of both pas- 
senger and freight railroad serv- 
ice has been imposed on coal- 
burning-railroads effective May 10 
by the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, 

Coal consuming carriers are or- 
dered to stop all railroad freight 
shipments except foods, fuels, and 
a few other essential products, and 
to reduce passenger service by 25 
per cent on that date. In the 
meantime the director of ODT has 
urged the carriers to extend their 
voluntary curtailment of service 
to conserve shrinking coal stocks. 
On May 1, the country’s Class I 
railroads had an average of less 
than four weeks’ supply of coal, 
and five of these roads were des- 
perately ghort with nine days’ sup- 
ply or less. ee 

-In the first three weeks of the 

strike the Government’s emer- 
gency stock of 1,650,000 tons of 
soft coal was reduced by nearly 
a third to maintain operations 
at food processing plants, gas 
and water works, hospitals and 
other vital activities. If all re- 
quests for coal were granted, the 
emergency stocks -would last 
only 36 hours, 

Soft coal production in April 
amounted to about 3,000,000 tons 
compared with an output of more 
than 50,000,000 tons in March. The 
daily rate of production in May is 
even lower than in April; owing to 
the walkout of the Progressive 
Mine Workers who are not affili- 
ated with the United Mine Work- 
ers and who were not on strike 
during April. 3 

Reports collected by the Civilian 
Production Administration indi- 
cate that the coal strike is cut- 
ting deeper and deeper into the 
activity of all segments of the 
economy. 


UTILITIES. 


Electric power companies, hard- 
pressed for coal, are taking dras- 
tic steps to curtail power con- 
sumption. On May 2 northern 
Indiana joined Illinois in reviving 
the wartime brownout affecting 
entertainment establishments, ad- 
vertising, and other uses not 
essential to public health and 
safety. Endustries throughout the 
area have been asked to cut their 
electric current consumption to 
an aggregate of 24 hours from 


ASSAULT WINS THE DERBY; 
$1,202,000 WAGERED BY 
RECORD CROWD OF 100,000 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 4. 

SSAULT, an outsider at 8 
At 1, won the seventy-sec- 

ond running of the Ken- 
tucky Derby’ today. Spy Song 
ran second and Hampden 
third in a photo finish. Jockey 
W. Mehrteéns rode the winner 
in the $100,000 race, richest in 
the history of the classic at 
Churchill Downs. Assault’s 
time for the mile and a quar- 
ter was 2:06 3-5. 

The favorite in the 17-horse 
field, largest in nine years— 
Lord Boswell—came from far 
back to finish fourth. 

Assault paid $18.40, $9.60 and 
$6.80 for $2 bets. Spy Song was 
$9 and $6.60 for place and show. 
Hampden was $5.20 to show, 

The crowd wagered $1,202,- 
474 on the race, a new record 
for betting on one race. On 


the 9-race program $3,608,208 
was poured into the machines, 
more than $1,000,000 above the 
amount bet last year.

FOOD. 


As a result of the coal strike the 
Department of Agriculture is 
receiving daily complaints in ever 
increasing numbers from the dairy 
industry, perishable food packing 
plants, and related industries en- 
gaged in the processing and pack- 
aging of poultry and other perish- 
able food for domestic consumption 
and for export to the starving 
peoples of Europe. Until recently 
it has been possible to keep these 
plants operating on a bare mini- 
mum of fuel, but the situation has 
become alarming.- For example, 
the following milk-- processing 
plants of the Borden company 
now have less than 10 days’ sup- 
ply of coal, and several of these 
have less than three days’ supply: 
Columbus, Wis.; Dixon, IIl.; Lewis- 
burg, Tenn.; Gouverneur, N, Y.; 
Dixon, Ind. ~* 


One telegram, typical of. those 
currently deluging the Department 
of Agriculture, is the following 
received May 1 from the A. Cos- 
tiglianno Stella Cheese Co. of 
Chicago: 


“Our coal supply Wisconsin 
plants now processing 700,000 
pounds milk daily is exhausted. 
Closing today whey drying plant 
at Clayton, Wis. Plant at Clayton, 
Wis., producing 15,000 pounds of 
whey powder daily. Suggest Gov- 
ernment ‘for priority dairy 
industry. Please advise.” 


CHEMICALS. 


A practical standstill in the 
production of nylon hose, a 
shortage of anti-freeze which 
will affect next winter’s trans- 
portation, a loss of 50 per cent 
of plastic raw materials and a 
serious setback in the fertilizer 
program will be the fourfold re- 
sult of the closedown of the 
Belle (W. Va.) plant of E. L 
duPont de Nemours & Co., Inc., 
brought about by the coal strike. 


Operations of the West Virginia 
plant have been restricted to the 
minimum. Only the smallest 
amount of coal is being used to 
maintain high pressure units at 
a minimum temperature to pre- 
vent cracking and to avoid any 
other serious damage to the plant. 

The Belle plant is the principal 
producer of nylon, the basic raw 
material from which nylon yarn 
and ultimately nylon hose are 
made, 

This plant is also the country’s 
largest producer of methanol, the 
principal ingredient used in the 
manufacture of automobile anti- 
freeze, Loss of the bulk of the 
country’s methanol production will 
have very serious effects. 

A shortage of urea, which is 
also produced at the plant as well 
as ammonia, will seriously curtail 
production in the plastic industry. 
The loss of the ammonia output 
is expected to affect the fertilizer 
program, as ammonium sulfate is 
a necessary ingredient of fertiliz- 
er. UNRRA is demanding 200,000 
tons of fertilizer for use abroad, 
and as the steel strike brought 
about a loss of 125,000 tons in 
ammonium sulfate, any further 
curtailment in its production will 
seriously affect the fertilizer pro- 
gram, 


STEEL. 


One million ingot tons of steel 
were lost during April as a direct 
result of the coal strike, which 
started April 1. The Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration estimates 
that losses during May will accrue 
at an increasing rate as follows, 
if the strike continues: 
Thousands of ingot tons. 
475 


Total through May 20 — — 3,140 
Unless the coal strike is set- 


tled by May 20, steel production 
will drop to almost negligible 
proportions, and remaining 
stocks of coal will be used to 
bank furnaces to prevent seri- 
ous damage to equipment. 

The coal strike is not affecting 
tin mill production at the present 
time because the steel industry, 
at CPA’s request, is maintaining 
production of this item even at the 
expense of other products. How- 
ever, if the strike continues be- 
yond May 15, tin mill production, 
which is urgently needed to pre- 
serve the food pack, will have to 
be curtailed at a rapidly increas- 
ing rate during the following 10 
days. Such a cutback in the out- 
put of ingots for tin plate pro- 
duction would affect canning 


after July 1. : 


COPPER. 


No copper plants are as yet shut 
down by the coal strike, but sev- 
eral have indicated that it will be 
necessary to cease operations in 
the near future if the strike con- 
tinues.

remain open for the balance of 
the month. Another ocmpany, 
producing about 700 tons of dry- 
ground mica per month (used for 
roofing), can operate only until 
approximately the middle of May 
with its present supply of coal. 


BUILDING MATERIALS. 


Plants manufacturing building 
materials essential for the vet- 
erans’ emergency housing program 
are now suffering from the coal 
strike. Two building materials 
plants have already closed and 
seven others are about to close 
as a result of the strike. Plants 
closed include one brick and 
structural tile manufacturer em- 
ploying 130 persons and a plumb- 
ing manufacturer employing 200 
persons, Plants about to close in- 
clude: One plumbing manufac- 
turer employing 500 persons, five 
heating manufacturers employing 
a total of 2250 persons, and one 
hand tool manufacturer. employ- 
ing 100 persons. 


PAPERBOARD. 


The paperboard industry reports 
that: five companies, employing a

The action was taken 
at the request of the Office of 
Defense Transportation lest 
shippers who will be affected 
by the freight embargo seek 
to use express instead. A White 
House authority whose name 
could not be used said further 
restrictions may be imposed if 
the strike continues. 

3. The negotiations between 
Lewis and the coal operators, 
which the Government has been 
trying to keep alive, were re 
cessed, still in a deadlock, until 
Monday morning after a brief 
session, The issue of payment 
of about $3,000,000 in back pay 
for holidays has stymied the 
negotiations since they were 
resumed at the request of Sec- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach 
last Monday. 

Special Mediator Edward F, 
McGrady suggested to the 
miners and operators that they 
“go to church tomorrow, kneel 
down and pray to God for guid- 
ance so that we might get a 
solution to this problem.” 


Congressman Lunches on Food 
Navy Threw on Garbage Dump 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (UP)— 
Representative Walter Norblad 
(Rep.), Oregon, spurning a Navy 
warning that he would get dysen- 
tery, lunched in the House res- 
taurant today on food salvaged 
from the Navy’s Astoria (Oregon) 
garbage dump. 

Norblad ate Navy-stamped 
canned meat pork, dehydrated 
cranberries and drank lemonade 
prepared from dehydrated lemon 
juice. 

“This is just a sample,” he said, 
“but it was all I could get in my 
suitcase. I could have: brought a 
lot of things.” 

Asked about the Navy’s dysen- 
tery warning, Norblad said: “It’s 
a lie. I think it’s better food than 
you get in the House restaurant,” 


Norblad, a World War II Army 
veteran, offered to share the food 
with other House members and 
newspaper reporters. All pre- 
ferred to stick to the restaurant 
fare of diced beef goulash. 

The Navy said that people in 
Astoria who ate the discarded 
food got dysentery. But Norblad 
said as he ate: “People of Astoria 
have been taking food from the 
dump and eating it and I haven't 
heard of a single case. of dysen- 
tery. I’ve heard that some scav- 
engers have been taking tinned 
beef off the dump and selling it 
to restaurants.”

the wartime allies, to disband their 
purchasing missions in this coun-

The State Department, announc- 


ing this action today, said that |! 


among the governments asked to 
wind up their missions are Britain, 
, Russia and France. 

The department also declared 
the policy that so long as official 
agencies continue to engage in 
world trade, “such state trading 
agencies should conduct their 


trade in accordance with usual 
commercial] considerations.” 


Issue in Russian Loan. 

This policy is expected to pro- 
vide one of the major issues in 
proposed Russian loan talks, The 
United States is expected to seek 
a Soviet commitment that its state 
trading agencies will never use 
their power for political ends, but 
only for normal economic pur- 


poses, 

The only justification recog- 
nized by the State Department 
for any delay in getting rid of the 
purchasing mission here is “that 
during the transition period the 
continuance of governmental par- 
ticipation in trade may be re- 
quired to bring about the prompt 
reconversion of the economies of 
the world, stability of prices, and 
equitable distribution of available 
supplies.” , 

These factors in turn depend on 
living conditions and political con- 
ditions throughout the world. Dip- 
lomatic authorities said the big- 
gest developments politically to- 
ward peacetime normality are the 
reported complete or almost com- 
plete withdrawals of troops from 
Manchuria and Iran. 

Officials here said it is not cer- 
tain that the last Russian soldier 
left Manchuria by May 1, in ac- 
cord with Soviet promises to 
China, but that the Russians had 
been evacuating at a great rate 
in an attempt to live up to the 
spirit of the agreement. 

On the other hand, political and 
economic experts foresee very 
slow going in Europe for a long 
time as a result of the threatened 
breakdown of the foreign min- 
isters’ conference at Paris and 
disorganized political and eco- 
nomic conditions over the con- 
tinent. 

Governments Affected. 

The governments which have 
been asked to disband their mis- 
sions, in addition to Britain, 
Russia and France, are Australia, 
Belgium, China, Greece, India, 
Italy, The Netherlands, New 
Zealand, Norway, Poland, Portu- 
gal and the Union of South 
Africa. 

The State Department said that 
“there was general concurrence” 
with its policy of getting back to 
private trade. Representatives of 
several nations said their pur- 
chasing mission work had al- 
ready been much reduced and 
would be ended this year. 

In their talks with the foreign 
representatives, State Department 
officials declared that purchases | 
made here during the transition 
period from wartime to peace 
time conditions should be to meet 
“essential civilian requirements 
for relief and rehabilitation.” 

The Russian representatives 
were told that in the particular 
circumstances raised by the fact 
that the Russian government nor- 
mally controls all Russian trade, 
commerce between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
should again be conducted by one 
or more agencies incorporated in 
this country as was done before 
the war. The great Soviet trad- 
ing organization in the prewar 
years was Amtorg.

“If the laboring people of this 
country retain such a leader as 
Lewis,” he said, “this Congress 
will be compelled to pass legisla- 
tion which will be very hurtful to 
labor. I for one don’t want to do 
that, but I can see no other re- 
course for us who have been the 
friends of labor.” 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, asked Ellender if he knew 
of any law Lewis is violating— 
if he is doing anything the other 
labor leaders have not been en- 
couraged to do for the last 12 
years, 

“Don’t you think part of the re- 
sponsibility lies with Congress for 
not enacting labor laws fair to 
both sides?” asked Capehart, a 
manufacturer. 

Blames Congress, Administration. 
Ellender said he thought not 
only Congress but the administra- 
tion is to blame. 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, counseled his colleagues not 
to let “antagonism toward John 
L. Lewis” blind them to safety 
conditions in the mines, and re- 
current mine disasters. He ex- 
pressed sympathy with Lewis’ ef- 
forts to improve the safety con- 
ditions. 

“I'm not defending John IL. 
Lewis,” he said. “I've known him 
for many years, and he ig able to 
taken care of his defense in any 
arena.”

They 
agree to negotiate a shorter work 
day and week, having in mind 
one consideration only—sufficient 
coal to meet the nation’s require- 
ments. They agree ‘to move heav- 
en and earth’ in the effort to pre- 
vent all avoidable accidents. They 
agree to examine the extent of 
hardship cases and to jointly es- 
tablish a fund for their allevia- 
tion. 

“Here is the basis for resump- 
tion of the wage conference—for 
the speedy negotiation of an 
agreement that will enable 400,000 
miners to end their enforced holi- 
day—for the filling of empty coal 
bins at home and abroad—for the 
resumed flow of millions of dol- 
lars in daily wages to mine work- 
ers and their families.” 


Brownout Violators Warned Utili- 
ty Service Will Be Stopped. 

CHICAGO, May 4 (UP)—Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. warned 
550 brownout violators in north- 
ern Illinois today that their elec- 
trical power would be discon- 
tinued if they fail to comply im- 
mediately with the curtailment 
order. 

A company spokesman said gas 
stations, bowling alleys, barber 
shops and beauty parlors were the 
principal violators. Up to 11:30 
a.m., he said, 250 violations were 
reported in Chicago and 300 in 
other cities. 

Chairman Charles Y, Freeman 
of the Edison Co., said that com- 
pliance with the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission order restrict- 
ing commercial use of electricity 
from 2 p.m, to 6 p.m. “on the 
whole has been good.” 

“However,” he said, “there are 
violations.” 

“Warnings are being given per- 
sonally today with copies of the 
order to all alleged violators. If 
violation continues after such 
warning is issued, prompt action 
will be taken to discontinue elec- 
tric service in accordance with 
the commission order.”

RUBBER PRODUCTS. 


Widespread curtailment of the 
production of tires and mechanical 


rubber goods is imminent as a re- 
sult of the coal strike, The rate 
of operation in plants producing 
rubber tires and other rubber 
products has already been reduced 
to conserve coal. The supply of 
bead wire and other components 
has become dangerously low and 
it is expected that tire manufac- 
turing plants will be affected by 
these shortages next week. Two 
companies manufacturing clay, an 
inert filler used in rubber com- 
pounding, report they are unable 
to make any future deliveries in 
view of the shortage of coal. 


COUNCIL EXPECTS 
70 WIND UP IRAN 
CASE THIS WEEK 


Reports to U.N. Indicate 
All or Almost All Red 
Troops Will Be Out by 
May 6 Deadline. 


NEW YORK, May 4 (AP) — 
Spokesmen for several delegations 
to the United Nations Security 
Council expressed belief today 


that the Council would be in a 
position to drop the controversial 
Iranian case when it comes up 
again next week. 

They said reports received by 
their governments confirmed press 
dispatches from Tehran that the 
withdrawal of Soviet troops from 
Iran would be completed or al- 
most completed by the May 6 
deadline. 

In Tehran, army and police of- 
ficials said all of Iran had been 
evacuated by the Russians. How- 
ever, Prince Mozaffar Firouz, di- 
rector of propaganda, termed the 
Soviet _exodus from Aberbaijan 
province as “almost” complete, 

Sentiment for Dropping Case. 

Under a resolution adopted by 
the Security Council April 4, the 
delegates took note of a Russian 
agreement to have all troops out 
of Iran by May 6 and agreed to 
leave the case pending until that 
date with the understanding that 
Russia and Iran could be asked 
to report on the situation. 

The delegates were reported to 
be generally satisfied with the 
way the Russians have carried 
out their pledge and were repre- 
sented as not being inclined to 
insist on keeping the case open 
even if the withdrawal were not 
entirely completed. 

Secretary-General Trygve Lie 
has been asked to call the Council 
into session Tuesday, May 7, to 
take up the case, but no decision 
has yet been made. Some delega- 
tions are understood to feel that 
it may be desirable to delay the 
meeting for two or three days to 
receive reports on the situation as 
of midnight- May 6. 

(A Tass dispatch from Tehran 
to Moscow said the Iranian news- 
paper, Rahbar, had proposed the 
removal of Col, H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, former superintend- 
ent of New Jersey state police, as 
chief adviser of Iranian national 
police. “A purge of the gendar- 
merie and removal of foreign ad- 
visers will help to bring about a 
favorable attitude on peaceful 
settlement of Azerbaijan,” Tass 
quoted the paper as saying.) 

Spanish Case Remains. 

Solution of the Iranian case 
would leave only the Spanish ques- 
tion on the Council’s agenda. A 
subcommittee is now investigating 
Polish charges that the Franco 
government is a threat to world 
peace and will report back by 
May 31, 

Arab League spokesmen in 
Washington and Cairo indicated 
submission of the Palestine ques- 
tion to the Council was being con- 
sidered. The spokesman in Cairo 
said Palestine reports indicated 
Arab groups planned to send a 
delegation to Moscow to ask the 
Soviet government to submit the 
case to the U. N

BOGOTA, May 4 (AP)—Colom- 
bian voters will ballot tomorrow to 
choose a new president from 
among: three candidates—two in 
the split Liberal party ranks and 
the third a Conservative. 

Liberal strength is divided be- 
tween Gabrie] Turbay, the party’s 
official candidate, and Jorg Eliecer 
Gaitan, independent Liberal. Con- 
servatives are presenting a solid 
front behind Mariano Ospina 
Perez, a 55-year-old millionaire 
businessman. 

Half of the 2,000,000 male citi- 
zens over 21 eligible to vote are 
expected to ballot. The new presi- 
dent will hold office four years, 
succeeding Alberto Lleras Camargo, 
who is filling the unexpired term 
of Alfonzo Lopez.

The Arab delegation would not 
only ask the Russians to bring the 
subject of Palestine before the 
United Nations, but would also re- 
quest the Soviet Union to “support 
the Arabs in Palestine against the 
British-American report,” the 
spokesman said, quoting Palestine 
reports, 

In Palestine, Arab leaders, ap- 
parently more closely united than 
at any time in the last 20 years, 
were speculating that the exiled 
Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, Haj 
Amin Effendi al Husseini, would 
return to the Middle East from 
France within a month to lead 
them in opposing British-Ameri- 
can proposals that 100,000 Euro- 
pean Jews be permitted to migrate 
to the Holy Land. 

Heads of all the Arab states 
were said to be discussing the re- 
port of the British-American in- 
quiry committee, and _ advices 
from Cairo said an extraordinary 
meeting of the seven states in the 
Arab League had been decided on. 

Lebanon was advanced as a 
tentative place, but no date was 
mentioned. 

There was no official reaction 
from the Soviet capital on the 
Palestine issue, but the Moscow 
Committee’s protest to British 
radio took cognizance of the situ- 
ation, reporting yesterday's gen- 
eral strike and the Arab Higher 
Committee’s protest to British 
Prime Minister Attlee. 

A Reuters dispatch from Jeru- 
salem said Gen. Sir Alan Cun- 
ningham, high commissioner of 
Palestine, had asked the commit- 
tee to withdraw its protest, which 
rejected the recommendations of 
the British-American report. 

The Holy Land was quiet on the 
Jewish Sabbath after yesterday’s 
one-day 
1,250,000 Arabs in protest against 
the report. 

High Arab officials, who would 
not permit the use of their names, 
said the Grand Mufti’s influence 
would be a guiding factor in the 
current political crisis. Apparent- 
ly few Arabs question the Mufti’s 
pro-Axis record in the war, which 
has led to demands that he be 
tried as a war criminal.

DEMOCRACY MAKING GAINS 
IN JAPAN, M’ARTHUR SAYS 


He Sees ‘Encouraging Signs’ in Free Press, 
New Constitution, Election and 
Spirit of People. 


TOKYO (Sunday), May 5 (AP) 
—Gen. Douglas MacArthur, in the 
latest of his periodic reports on 
the. progress of the occupation, 
said. today he saw “encouraging 
signs” of success for the Allied 
campaign to establish democracy 
amid the ruins of a feudalistic 
Japan. 

Publication of the report came 
scarcely 24 hours after MacArthur 
intervened in Japan’s cabinet 
crisis to prevent the appointment 
of an allegedly pro-Axis premier, 
and after he had reprimanded the 
outgoing Shidehara government 
for its failure to disqualify the 
man—Liberal party leader Ichiro 
Hatoyama—without waiting for 
the supreme commander to act. 

“There is reason to believe,” 
MacArthur reported, “that the 
Japanese are becoming more cog- 
nizant of the fundamental issues 
involved in their political revolu- 
tion.” 

Evidence of Reform. 

The revolution revealed itself, 
he said, in the proposed new Jap- 
anese constitution, which he called 
“epoch-making,” in the _ recent 
general election—Japan's first free 
election in 11 years; in the new 
unshackled Japanese press, and in 
the spirit of the people them- 
selves, 

MacArthur added that although 
the proposed constitution drasti- 
cally curtailed the authority of 
the emperor, “the Japanese seem 
to accept the new constitutional 
limitations imposed on their 
ruler.” 

He termed the clause renounc- 
ing war as a sovereign right of 
the nation the “foremost provi- 
sion” of the new constitution and 
said it had met wide approval. 

MacArthur noted that. there 
were some who questioned whether 
Japan was ready for rapid demo- 
cratization after centuries of 
regimentation and control. The 
Japanese press, for instance, he 


said, had expressed concern over 
the gap between “enlightened 
provisions” and the level of po- 
litical education of the masses. 

He added, however, that the 
newspapers almost solidly backed 
the new constitution and urged 
their readers to study and discuss 
its terms to learn the mechanics 
of democracy. 

Praise for Press. 

The newspapers were improving 
in their treatment of news, he 
said, and were showing increas- 
ingly the “characteristics of a 
free and democratic press. He 
added: 

“Editorials are becoming more 
soundly based, both side of con- 
troversial issues are presented, 
and reporting is showing greater 
responsibility, The mixing of edi- 
torial and news material has 
diminished.” 

MacArthur said the general 
election was noteworthy for the 
interest shown by women voting 
for the first time in Japan’s his- 
tory, for the democratic manner 
of the balloting, and for the cam- 
paigning of small new politice! 
groups. 

He noted, however, that while 
most of these new parties con- 
demned the old regime, their slo- 
gans were “almost identical with 
those used by the totalitarians to 
destroy the parliamentary system 
during the 1930s.” 

Economic Affairs. 

Among evidences of economic 
progress, MacArthur listed the 
government’s program of agrarian 
reform, the resumption of silk ex- 
ports to the United States, and the 
reinstatement of legal prewar 
standards of labor protection. 

Cut-rate convict labor in private 
industry has been eliminated, he 
said, the government has relaxed 
loan regulations for smaller busi- 
nesses, crime is decreasing and 
relations between occupation 
forces and the people remain good.

FRANCE EXPECTS 
C1 OSE VOTE TODAY 
ON CONSTITUTION 


Ratification of Leftist- 
Supported Charter -in 
Empire-Wide Balloting 
Predicted. 


PARIS, May 4 (AP)—One of the 
closest votes in French history is 
expected in tomorrow's balloting 
on a new constitution for the 
Fourth Republic, supported by left- 
wing parties. All the colonies ex- 
cept Indochina will join in the 
vote. 

The charter provides for the 
concentration of government pow- 
er—legislative, executive and judi- 
cial—in a single chamber national 
assembly. It would abolish the 
Senate of the Third Republic. 

Communist leader Maurice Tho- 
rez said he expected a majority of 
58 per cent for the new constitu- 
tion, which would be France's 
fourteenth since 1791, A recent 
commercial poll predicted its ap- 
proval by 54 per cent of the vote, 
with 21 per cent of the 24,000,000 
registered voters abstaining. 

The opposing parties, led by the 
Popular Republican movement 
(MRP) and most rightist groups, 
have not advanced claims that the 
document will be turned down by 
the voters, who will be asked a 
simple “yes or no” question: “Do 
you approve the constitution 
adopted by the Constituent Assem- 
bly? 

Acceptance of the charter would 
be followed by selection of regu- 
lar deputies in general elections on 
June 2. If it is rejected the June 
voting will be for a new interim 
assembly to write a new constitu- 
tion. 

The main hope of the charter’s 
opponents, faced with the 9,500,000 
votes polled by the constitution- 
supporting Communist and Social- 
ist parties in last fall’s elections, 
was that a large number of Social- 
ists would forget party lines on 
the issue. 

In addition to a national assem~- 
bly of 662 deputies, the constitu- 
tion provides for two subsidiary 
houses with no legislative powers 
—a 270 member “council of the

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ANTLMIVA GROUP 

PARTLY FINANCED 
BY CONTRACTORS, 
OFFIGERS REVEAL 


Secretive About Mem- 
bership of Association 
Seeking to Upset C. of 
C. Vote in Favor of 
Authority.

Construction contractors were 
the largest source of funds for 
the Missouri Valley Development 
Association, the pressure group 
which is making a persistent ef- 
fort to upset the St, Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce membership 
vote in favor of the proposed 
Missouri Valley Authority. 

Both John B. Quinn of Lincoln, 
Nebr., salaried executive director 
of the association and professional 
press agent, and T. B. Strain, 
treasurer of the association and 
president of a Lincoln bank, told 
the Post-Dispatch about the con- 
tractors’ interest. 

Strain, who had estimated the 
organization’s receipts up to last 
February at about $50,000 and 
who said they had not been 
greatly increased subsequently, 
placed the total received from 
contractors at about $15,000. 

Vague About Details. 

Quinn, who talks volubly about 
the association’s aims for “devel- 
opment” of the Missouri basin un- 
der the existing Pick-Sloan plan, 
has refused repeatedly to go into 
details about its membership or to 
discuss its finances. He did con- 
cede, however, that it was the con- 
tractors who put up the money to 
get the organization started in 
February 1945, when the MVA bill 
‘was under active consideration. 

Contractors like me Pick-Sloan 
plan because the chief construc- 
tion agencies in it, the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers and the In- 
terior Department’s Bureau of 
Reclamation, are accustomed to 
have private concerns build their 
dams and other projects. Contrac- 
tors have feared that an MVA, 
which would be patterned to a 
great extent after the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, would do its own 
building, as TVA does. 

No funds have been received by 
the association from public utility 
or railroad interests or any other 
special interest groups, both Strain 
and Quinn asserted. They would 
not tell how many members there 
were, but Quinn did say that the 
membership included various 
Chambers of Commerce, Farm 
Bureaus, stock raisers’ associa- 
tions and newspapers. 

About three fourths of the as- 
sociation’s revenue has been de- 
rived from memberships at $2 to 
$100 each, and such contributions 
continued to come in, said Strain. 
While Strain had estimated in Feb- 
ruary that the current balance 
was $6000 to $7000, he said recent- 
ly it was about $10,000. 

The association established a 
co-oruinating committee last 
March, to bring various organized 
groups into play in support of 
congressional appropriations for 
Pick-Sloan and a regional con- 
sciousness in the basin. Groups 
invited to join included backers 
of irrigation, navigation and sec- 
tional interests, American Federa- 
tion of Labor units, chambers of 
commerce and units of the Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

No invitation went to the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations, 
which strongly favors MVA. Some 
building trades units of the AFL 
joined in establishing the Region- 
al Committee for MVA, in the 
hope of promoting jobs. 

A spokesman for the Regional 
Committee for MVA has said that 
membership of Quinn’s organiza- 
tion appeared to be drawn largely 
from the National Reclamation 
Association, representing down- 
stream navigation and other in- 
terests. Until the MVA idea 
gained strength these two groups 
had been antagonistic over con- 
flicting uses of the water. 

Not Doing Well in City. 

The association does not appear 
to have fared well in St. Louis, 
largest city in the Missouri river 
country, and Quinn has been dis- 
tressed over the bad effect on his 
cause of having the Chamber of 
Commerce here on record for 
MVA. 

Recently, Quinn said, the as- 
sociation sent to 3000 business con- 
cerns in the St. Louis area peti- 
tion asking the chamber to con- 
ducts a new membership poll on 
the question of preference be- 
tween MVA and the Pick-Sloan 
plan. Addresses were selected at 
random from the telephone di- 
rectory, he said. 

The chamber has received 292 
of these petitions signed by mem- 
bers, 30 signed by non-members 
and 16 unsigned. For resubmis- 
sion of the proposition the board 
of directors would need petitions 
from at least 321 of its 3208 mem- 
bers. In April 1945 members voted 
776 to 700 in favor of MVA. 

Quinn, 32 years old, stout and 
with thinning hair, possesses some 
of the attributes of :. movie type 
public relations counselor. His 
manner is hearty, his good nature 
seemingly unfailing and _ his 
energy great. He also has a 
knack of making useful contacts 
and of being seen with the right 
people.

Interior Seeretary Thinks 
It Most Important First 
to Get Public Opinion 
Behind the Idea.

WASHINGTON, May 14—Secre- 
tary of the Interior J. A: Krug, 
in his first public pronouncement 
on the proposed Missouri Valley 
Authority since taking office, told 
the Post-Dispatch today he was a 
strong advocate of the establish- 
ment of autonomous regional au- 
thorities to direct the development 
of river basins. 

He was not ready to take a 


position on the specific MVA pro- 
posal now before Congress. He 
said his present thinking was that 
it had no chance of passage soon 
and would not have unless and 
unti] public sentiment for MVA in 
the valley developed to a point 
where Congress would be forced to 
bow to it. 


For that reason, Krug is con- 
tent now to go along with the 
Pick-Sloan plan for development 
of the Missouri basin. This plan 
compromised the conflicting views 
of the Army engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation. The bu- 
reau is in Krug’s Interior Depart- 
ment. 


Krug, while “sold” on the idea of 
autonomous regional authorities 
for valley development, such as 
TVA, says he recognizes there are 
many factors to be considered in 
other sections where valley au- 
thorities have been proposed. The 
most important of these, he feels 
is public opinion in the areas di- 
rectly concerned. 


Calls for Factual Report. 


To help clarify his views on 
MVA he has assigned two of the 
top members of this staff to sur- 
vey the whole problem of the Mis- 
souri valley and submit to him a 
comprehensive factual report. 
Their report is not to be ready 
for two months or more. 


Krug recalls that TVA, for 
which he was once power mana- 
ger, was established because of 
overwhelming public support of 
the proposal in the Tennessee 
Valley itself. That public de 
mand for TVA became so intense 
that no candidate for public of- 
fice in the Valley dared to face 
the voters unless his record as a 
TVA advocate was clear. Such a 
situation patently does not yet 
exist in the Missouri Valley, where 
many Legislatures, Governors, 
Senators and Representatives, 
along with various organized 
groups, have been fighting the 
MVA proposal, 

Yet Krug is not unaware that 
there is strong, though possibly 
minority support in the Missouri 
basin for an MVA patterned after 
TVA. This comes from farm and 
labor organizations and from 
some civic groups, such as the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
among others. 


The states’ rights cry probably 
has been the most politically ef- 
fective argument raised in the 
Missouri Valley by MVA oppon- 
ents, yet a Post-Dispatch survey 
of all states in the TVA region 
showed that no Governor thought 
that TVA had infringed on states’ 
rights. A factor which may have 
some bearing on this disparity 
is that TVA operates in the 
South, predominantly Democratic, 
while MVA would operate in a 
belt of states traditionally Re- 
publican, and generally the Re- 
publican party has resisted ex- 
pansion of Federal authority. 


Differs With Ickes. 


One interesting aspect of Krug’s 
views on Valley authorities is that 
they ought to be truly autono- 
mous, with authority resting in 
the regions in which they oper- 
ate, rather than in Washington. 
Here he differs with his prede- 
cessor, Harold L. Ickes, who was 
for MVA—if the Interior Depart- 
ment could tell it what to do. 


Krug feels that there is no need 
now, and probably will not be in 
the foreseeable future, for any 
Washington control of such re- 
gional authorities as may be es- 
tablished, except the controls ex- 
ercised by the President and by 
Congress over al] Government op- 
erations. There may come a time 
he thinks, when there will be so 
many valley authorities operating 
that they will have overlapping 
and competitive interests, too in- 
volved to burden the Presidént or 
Congress, it may be necessary to 
establish at the national capital a 
board or an administrator who 
will be charged with the duty re- 
ceiving these conflicts. But, dif- 
fering from Ickes, he does not 
think this should be a job for the 
Interior Department.

gun, with TVA and the Bonneville 
Power Authority in the Northwest 
competing in rather cutthroat 
fashion for new industries and of- 
fering cheap power to attact it, 
and fixing rates which may prove 
to be uneconomical. Should such 
a practice become general, Krug 
feels, the time will be hastened 
when there will be need for an 
overall co-ordinator. 


Situation in Colorado. 
Illustrative of the factors which, 
in some areas may render the 
TVA idea unacceptable to the 


people of river basins, is what has 
happened in Colorado, where 
water use is a vital public issue. 
Colorado wants to control its own 
water and probably never would 
accept a reigonal Federal author- 
ity which might decide that some 
of the water of Colorado’s rivers 
ought to be diverted to more use- 
ful purposes in other states. 

Something of the same problem 
exists in the Missouri Valley. 
States in the upper Valley are in- 
terested primarily in the use of 
water for irrigation, a function 
of Krug’s Bureau of Reclamation. 
Farther downstream the problem 
of using and controlling the river 
is not irrigation, but flood con- 
trol and navigation, the responsi- 
bility of the Army engineers. 
There are engineering problems 
involved, because water used for 
irrigation is less available for 
navigation and flood control. Dam 
run-offs may be controlled’ to 
serve primarily ge tre ne ly 
or flood control and “navigation, 
but that conflict is not insoluble. 
It is, however, one of the conflicts 
on which MVA opponents have 
been able to capitalize. 

Powerful Opposition. 

Krug thinks the MVA propon- 
ents—by and large a _ rather 
heterogeneous conglomeration of 
do-gooders — the characterization 
is not in his words—have not 
made out the best case they could 
for their cause. It can be said 
in their behalf that they have been 
bucking several powerful, well- 
financed and experienced organi- 
zations, skilled in getting their 
viewpoints before the press, public 
and Congress. Among them are 
power companies, railroads and 
private contractors who are fear- 
ful that a regional] authority would 
undertake to do its own construc- 
tion instead of letting out con- 
tracts, as do the Army engineers 
and the Bureau of Reclamation. 


There is an entirely different 
situation in the Columbia River 
Valley, in the Northwest, another 
of those for which regional au- 
thorities have been proposed in 
Congress. There the people have 
sold on the proposition that an 
autonomous authority, operating 
in the region, can handle more 
effectively than Washington the 
problems of developing its re- 
sources, 


Hearings on a bill to establish 
such an authority will be held 
next month by a subcommittee of 
the Senate’s Commerce Committee. 

Despite the circumstances that 
the ubiquitous John H. Overton of 
Louisiana, implacable foe of 
TVA, MVA, CVA, and all the 
other VA's, will be chairman of 
the subcommittee, there is a 
pretty good chance that Congress 
will before long—not at this ses- 
sion— set up a. Columbia Valley 
Authority. 


- President Truman said yester- 
day that he would soon send to 
Congress a recommendation for 
an “overall plan” for the Central 
valley of California. This was 
taken in some quarters as an in- 
dication that he might advocate 
a Central Valley Authority. 


The Post-Dispatch learned, how- 
ever, that this is not likely to 
happen just now. In the Central 
valley, as in the Missouri valley 
and in other valleys, the Army 
engineers have been squabbling 
with the Bureau of Reclamation 
about what should be done, and 
who should do it. The President 
is expected to suggest that Con- 
gress turn the job over to the 
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Bureau of Reclamation. 


MORSE HERE, SAYS 
RANK-AND-FILE OF 


Senator Asserts National 
Committee Is Out of 
Step — Predicts 1948 


Victory. 


If the policies of the Republican 
party were to be determined by 
the rank and file yoters, the lib- 
eral element of the party would 
win by five to one, United States 
Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon, 
a Republican, said yesterday in an 
interview with the Post-Dispatch. 

But Morse, in St. Louis to speak 
under auspices of the Liberal 
Forum at the Y.M.H.A., 724 Union 
boulevard, at 8:30 o’clock tonight, 
asserted that he was “at a loss to 
understand why the Republican 
National Committee frequently 
gives the impression it is enunciat- 
ing party policy.” 

Most of the committee’s pro 
nouncements, Morse said, were 
“out of step with what the Repub- 
lican voters are thinking.” Con- 
trary to popular impression, he 
added, the function of the Na- 
tional Committee is not to form 
policies but to prepare for the con- 
ventions and aid the party’s can- 
didates. 

“It should be a charboy or 
errand boy organization,” Morse 
observed, “because that is the 
purpose for which it was organ- 
ized,” 

Predicts -G.O.P. Victory. 

‘ While predicting a Republican 
victory in-the 1948 national elec- 
tion, largely because he deems the 
Democratic party “machine rid- 
den,” Morse, a liberal, was of the 
opinion that if a reactionary ad- 
ministration ensues, the swing to 
the left in 1952 would be so great 
as t>9 “make me look lke a re- 
actionary.” 

Morse, who said he had sensed 
the sentiment of the Republican 
voters in a recent lecture tour em- 
bracing seven states in various 
sections of the country, declared 
there was as much inherent liber- 
alism among Republicans as Dem- 
ocrats. He asserted there was 
practically no difference between 
the voters of the major parties as 
to the objectives of needed social 
and economic legislation. 

“Until the Republican party rec- 
ognizes this fact,” Morse sald, 
“and liberalizes itself, it will con- 
tinue to have less appeal to the 
mass of voters and the independ- 
ents than the Democratic party.” 

Morse said that the actual dif- 
ference between the parties was 
one of administrative theory. De- 
claring that was the reason he 
was a Republican, he asserted 
that, if the Democratic party con- 
tinued to “get by on its theory of 
an all-powerful executive branch 
of the government,” the inevitable 
result would be a form of state 
economy. 

It is up to the Republican party 
to demonstrate that social and eco- 
nomic legislation may be, admin- 


‘istered at regional and local lev- 


els rather than from Washington, 
he said, although such programs 
should be financed nationally. 

“No Great Men in Washington.” 

“The point we have to get across 
to the voters is that there are no 
great men in Washington, oD. ¢. 
Morse said, “and that is the great- 
est compliment that may be paid 
to our representative form of gov- 
ernment. Right here in St. Louis, 
out of a meeting of 15,000 per- 
sons, a Senate of 96 men and a 
President could be picked who are 
as able as those we have today in 
Washington.” 

Morse emphasized that policy 
must be determined by the voters. 
That could be done, he pointed 
out, through elimination of con- 
vention control of candidates by 
the holding of open primaries in 
every state. Candidates should no 
longer be picked, he added, by 


“courthouse rings” or “boss’s cau- 


cuses.” 

Morse was of the opinion that 
the Office of Price Administra- 
tion would be continued by the 
Senate for a year by a close vote 
without the major emasculating 
amendments as adopted by the 
House of Representatives.

tinuance although an outspoken 
critic of OPA procedure. 

“It is the duty of a liberal,” 
Morse said, “to point out bad ad- 
ministration whenever it raises its 
head, and to support social objec- 
tives.” 

For Fiexible Price Control. 

Morse said that regional OPA 
offices should operate under a 
general] national policy but should 
have power to adjust prices in 
conformity of the production facts 
of the areas they serve. The 
worst phase of inflation, he added, 
is the absence of low-quality mer- 
chandise at low prices. If manu- 
facturers were permitted to make 
a profit on high-cost goods, he de- 
clared, competitive conditions 
would take care of marketing and 
pricing of low-cost products. 

Attempts of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers and 
other “business lobbyisis,” he said, 
to attempt to obtain price-fixing 
so as to guarantee a profit on ev- 
ery item constituted “a brazen 
holdoup.” 

“Yet such measures are urged 
by the very people who decry state 
regimentation,” Morse said, “and 
are unheard of in a free economy.” 

At the other extreme, Morse 
found OPA subordinates, who, if 
they find a business man makes 
an over-all profit, waste months 
in enabling him to get adjust- 
ments on loss items. 

Referring to his much publicized 
fight for an investigation of the 
Army court-martial system, Morse 
accused the Democratic Adminis- 
tration of “burying” his resolution 
Calling for a special investigating 
committee in order to prevent 
him from becoming its chairman 
and keep current investigations 
under Democratic control. 

Morse, who formerly conducted 
national penal surveys, observed 
that our military and naval prisons 
belong to “the realm of the dark 
ages.”

ANOTHER CUT IN RAILWAY 


SERVICE EFFECTIVE TODAY 


Alton Cancels 12 Passenger Trains, 4 in St. 
Louis-Chicago Area—Burlington to 
Discontinue 20. 


Further curtailment of passen- 
ger train service bécause of the 
coal] shortage, some of it affecting 


i|the St, Louis area, becomes ef- 


fective today with prospects of 
additional discontinuance of some 
trains if the coal strike is not set- 
tled within a week. 


Faced with a coal supply that 
may be exhausted in 12 days, the 
Alton Railroad canceled 12 pas- 
senger trains, four of them af- 
fecting the area between St. Louis 
and Chicago. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad an- 
nounced that on Tuesday it would 
discontinue operation of 20 trains 
in the midwest, including a local 
which operates between St. Louis 
and Savanna, Ill, carrying a 
Rock Island sleeper. It leaves St. 
Louis at 9:26 p.m, 


Operation of six fast diesel-pow- 
ered Alton trains between St. 
Louis and Chicago remains unaf- 
fected although discontinuance be- 
comes effective today of two local 
trains between St. Louis and 
Springfield and two locals between 
Chicago and St. Louis. 

The Chicago to St. Louis local 
normally would leave Chicago at 
8:30 a.m. (standard time) on to- 
day, arriving at St. Louis at 5:05 
p.m. On week days, the train 
which operates under a different 
number as another train, arrives 
at Union Station two hours later. 

The two St. Louis to Springfield 
locals leave St. Louis at 7:45 a.m. 
daily, although the Sunday train 
maintains a slightly faster sched- 
ule. The train ordinarily consists 
of two coaches and a combination 
baggage and express Car. 

Coal-Burning Locals Dropped. 

Other Alton trains canceled to- 
day included eight coal burning 
locals. Curtailment of suburban 
service between Chicago and 
Joliet and locals between Chicago 
and Bloomington also was an- 
nounced. The line has arranged 
for a bus service to accommodate 
passengers between Chicago and 
Joliet. 

Trains dropped by the Burling- 
ton, which include the Blackhawk, 
between Chicago and Minneapolis, 
will reduce its mileage of coal 
burning locomotives by 40 per 
cent. Whenever possible, company 
spokesmen said, diesel or gas elec- 
tric motors will be substituted for 
coal burning locomotives in order 
to maintain as much service as 
possible. 

Passengers ordinarily handled 
by the Blackhawk—the only 
through Burlington train to be 
dropped—will be handled on its 
North Coast Limited and the Em- 
pire Builder. The former will 
make the Blackhawk’s stops be- 
tween Aurora and Savanna, IIL, 
and the latter will make them be- 
tween Savanna and St, Paul, Minn. 

Scheduled Speedup Delayed. 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
which had planned to cut from 
one to two and one-half hours 
from passenger train schedules to 
Texas and Louisiana next Sun- 
day, has indefinitely deferred the 
move, and is arranging to dis- 
continue some trains in compli- 
ance with the Government cur- 
tailment order. : 

Executives of nearly all major 
railroads, including those that 
have announced cuts in service, 
met in Chicago yesterday to dis- 
cuss further curtailments if the 
coal shortage is not relieved soon. 
Roads represented included the 
New York Central, Grand Trunk, 
Chicago & Northwestern, Chicago 
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& Great Western, Pennsylvania, 
Rock Island, Chesapeake & Ohio 
and Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Pacific. 

The Illinois Central, with only 
a 15-day supply of coal left, will 
discontinue 21 trains by Friday, 
including one train in each direc- 
tion between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago, and two other trains opera- 
ting between St. Louis and Car- 
bondale, Ill. The I.C.’s suburban 
service out of Chicago will be cut 
20 per cent tomorrow.

Two daily Louisville & Nashville 
trains between St. Louis and 
Evansville, Ind., will be discon- 
tinued tomorrow. 


The city Water Division has 
made preparations to burn oil and 
coke temporarily in pumping sta- 
tion boilers to conserve its coal 
supply and to assure uninterrupt- 
ed operation of the water plants 
if the coal strike is extended. 


Oil-burning units are. being in- 
stalled in standby boilers at the 
Baden Station and Bissell’s Point 
pumping station and 300,000 gal- 
lons of oil have been obtained for 
use at these two plants, Water 
Commissioner Thomas J. Skinker 
said, The two pumping units will 
require about 20,000 gallons of oil 
daily, but the use of oil will save 
about 100 tons of coal daily which 
can be diverted to the Howard's 
Bend and Chain of Rocks plants. 


City Gets Coke. Supply. 


The city has obtained 4000 tons 
of coke that can be mixed with 
the coal supply available for use 
at these two plants, further ex- 
tending the fuel supply, Skinker 
said, These two plants use about 
125 tons daily. 

Studies are being made to ascer- 
tain the feasibility of converting 
these plants to oil temporarily if 
the coal strike lasts long, Skinker 
added. 

Air-conditioning of Kiel Audito- 
rium will be turned off for the 
duration of the coal strike, Direc- 
tor of Public Utilities Harry C. 
Brockhoff ruled Friday. The con- 
ditioning machinery is operated 
by steam generated at the munic- 
ipal power plant.

DONNELLY VETOES 
DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE BILL 


Says It Is Invalid Because 
It Freezes Grain Ware- 
house Commissioner in 


Office. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 4 
(AP)—Gov. Phil M. Donnelly ve- 
toed today a bill re-creating the 
State Department of Agriculture. 
He centered his attack against 
the bill’s constitutionality on a 
section that would “freeze in of- 
fice” a Republican, Turner B. 
Morton of Webster Groves, as 
Grain Warehouse Commissioner. 

Bitter fights over the section 
were waged in both houses of the 
General Assembly when the mea- 
sure was up for passage in March, 

The Grain Warehouse Commis- 
sion now operates as a separate 
state commission, but under pro- 
visions of the 1945 constitution 
it was believed the agency should 
be put under the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

Donnelly declared today only 
the Governor can appoint such 
officers as the commissioner, 
while the Legislature can only 
set forth his duties, qualifications, 
term of office and y. 

“The legislative branch of the 
government has no _ authority 
whatsoever,” Donnelly’s veto mes- 
sage said, “to appoint a particular 
person to an office, or to provide 
that a certain officer shall con- 
tinue as head of a division of a 
department of state government 
until April 15, 1947, or any other 
date. ... 

“That is the duty that is wholly 
within the power of the executive 
department.” 

When “the legislative depart- 
ment usurps the power and aue 
thority of the executive depart- 
ment... (it) is acting wholly 
outside the scope of the Consti- 
tution,” the Governor wrote. 

Donnelly noted other discrep- 
ancies in the bill, among them a 
provision that there shall be two 
divisions with “virtually independ- 
ent administrative authority—the 
grain warehouse department ... 
and the division of animal health.” 

“There are a number of divi- 
sions in the department of agri- 
culture: the entomology division: 
seed division; feed division: live- 
stock division; dairy division: di- 
vision of state fair, all in addi- 
tion to the veterinary division,” 
he wrote, 

“If the animal health ‘division 
is set up in accordance with this 
bill, then surely the dairy divi- 
sion is deserving of recognition, 
or the feed division, or any of 
the other divisions for that matter. 
I do not believe that one division 
within a department should be 
glorified over another. There 


should be no conflict of authority 
within a department.”

Wheeler, seek- 
ing a fifth six-year term, is ex- 
pected to run on his record, 
The primary will be held July 
16. So far Erickson, formerly a 
judge of the Montana Supreme 
Court, is the only candidate 
against Wheeler. Liberal forces 
are expected to concentrate in 
his support. He claims the back- 
ing of the Montana Farmers’ Un- 
ion, liberal agrarian group, and of 
large elements of labor, including 
railroad labor, heretofore general- 
ly favorable to Wheeler. 

Charge by Erickson. 
It is charged by Erickson, in line 
with assertions against Wheeler in 
past campaigns, that Wheeler is 
depending on support of Repub- 
licans voting the Democratic 
ticket in the primary, and that 
Wheeler has “company support.” 
In Montana politics, that phrase 
means the backing of Anaconda 
Copper Co., and sometimes also of 
Montana Power Co., both’ of 
which are notable in the economic 
and political life of the state, 
“Wheeler,” said Erickson, “is 
in open opposition to MVA, al- 
though he always supported the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. My 
platform contains a plank = for 
cheap power, and full irrigation 
and resource development 
through valley authorities. I 
shall meet the issue squarely and 
will accuse Wheeler, on the basis 
of his record, of opposing MVA 
because of power company influ- 
ence and political support.”

Nationalist Commander 
Says His Forces Re- 
pulsed Communist At- 


tack, Took Penki. 


MUKDEN, May 4 (AP) — The 
Chinese Government asserted to- 
day it had smashed a surprise 
“offensive” aimed at Mukden by 
60,000 Chinese Communist troops, 
who were turned back with more 
than 5000 casualties. 

Gen, Tu Yu-ming, government 
commander in chief in Manchuria, 
told a press conference his forces 
had turned back the Communist 


drive and captured Penki (Penh- 
sihu), main Communist stronghold 
40 miles southeast of Mukden. 

Tu declared the Communists 
mobilized large forces around 
strong government positions in 
southern Manchuria and began ar 
“offensive” Sunday which rolled 
northward for there days for an 
undisclosed distance. 

On May 1, he added, the Gov- 
ernment launched a counter drive 
and captured Penki after a savage 
two-day battle. He asserted 3000 
Communists were taken prisoner 
there. Further details of the con- 
flict were lacking. 

At Nanking, Gen. George C. 
Marshall, special United States 
envoy, conferred for an hour and 
a half with Gen. Chou En-lai, 
chief Communist negotiator, in a 
resumption of conversations con- 
cerning a truce in Manchuria. 

Chou proposed that three-man 
truce teams be sent into hitherto 
dormant central China, where the 
civil warfare had spread from. 
Manchuria. 


Chou later told a press confer-. 


ence he considered the central 
China fighting .more dangerous 
for the future of the country 
than that in Manchuria. Com- 
munists in Peiping alleged the 
Government had assembled 11 
armies of more than 300,000 men 
for a great battle on the central 
plain of the Hupeh and Honan 
province border area. . 

Chou said the Russian Govern- 
ment had withdrawn railroad and 
diplomatic representatives from 
Manchuria because recognized 
that any attempt to operate the 
Changchun railroad, main north- 
south artery, would be futile as 
long as fighting was in progress.

United Nations Commission for 
the Control of Atomic Energy, 
complete except for the Mexican 
representative, will hold its first 
meeting in New York May 15, an 
authoritative source said today. 

This source said efforts were 
being made to have all represen- 
tatives on the commission in New 
York in time for the meeting. The 
United Nations secretariat has not 
yet officially announced the date. 

It was reported in informed 
circles that Dr. Manuel Sandoval 
Vallarta, professor in the Poly- 
technic Institute of Mexico and 
former professor at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
would serve for Mexico. Dr. Val- 
larta, a graduate of the. National 
University of Mexico, is one of the 
nation’s foremost physicists and 
mathematicians.

EISENHOWER EXPRESSES HOPE 
FOR BASES IN PHILIPPINES 


MANILA, May 4 (AP) — Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said to- 
night that American military 
strength in the Philippines would 
depend on political agreements be- 
tween the United States and the 
Philippine republic.

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BALL SEEKS RULE 
10 CURB DEBATE 
N BRITISH LOAN 


Files Cloture Petition 
Calling for Senate Vote 
Tuesday on Limiting 


Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)— 
Senator Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, 
filed in the Senate today a cloture 
petition calling for a Senate vote 
at 1 p.m. Tuesday on the question 
of limiting further debate on the 
$3,750,000,000 British loan. 

The petition, bearing 21 names, 
was filed after Democratic Leader 
Barkley made three unsuccessful 
attempts to get opponents of the 
measure to agree to curb discus- 
sion and to vote at a specific time. 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, who opposes the 
loan; objected to each proposal 
made by Barkley. 

Ball filed his petition minus the 
name of Senator Cordon (Rep.), 
Oregon, originally listed as a sign- 
er. Cordon explained that he did 
not wish to limit debate on an 
expected point of order by John- 
son. 

Johnson contends that the pend- 
ing legislation is a revenue meas- 
ure which cannot be acted on by 
the Senate before the House con- 
siders it. 

Barkley proposed first that the 
Senate agree unanimously to limit 
each member to an hour’s discus- 
sion of the loan proposal, begin- 
ning Monday. When Johnson ob- 
jected, Barkley asked that the | 
limitation be placed on debate 
Tuesday. Johnson again objected. 
Finally, Barkley proposed that the 
Senate agree to start voting on 
all amendments and the bill at 
5 p.m. next Thursday. This pro- 
posal also was rejected. 

Two-thirds approval of cloture 
is necessary to limit each Sena- 
tor thereafter to an hour’s dis- 
cussion of the loan proposal. 


JAMES 0. MONROE WITHDRAWAL 
AS NOMINEE IS ACCEPTED 


Withdrawal of State Represen- 
tative James O. Monroe of Col- 
linsville as the Democratic nomi- 
' mee for State Senator in the Forty- 
seventh Senatorial District was 
officially accepted yesterday at 
Springfield, Ill., by the State Pri- 
mary Canvassing Board, an As- 
sociated Press dispatch said. 

Both Monroe and Fred Grenze- 
bach of Wood River, Democratic 
nominee for treasurer of Madison 
County, had announced before the 
election they would not run on 
the same ticket with George 
Musso, Democratic nominee for 
Madison County Sheriff and a 
former Chicago professional foot- 
ball player. Grenzebach has al- 
ready resigned. 

Musso, aligned with a faction 
led by former Madison County 
Sheriff Simon Henry, who was a 
part-owner of the Mounds gam- 
bling club, won the Democratic 
nomination after his opponent, 

C. Odum of Madison, died 
several weeks before the primary. 
Grenzebach and Monroe belong to 
a rival faction led by C. W. Bur- 
ton, Madison County State’s At- 
torney. 


AMERICAN WHISKY RESERVES 
AT LOWEST LEVEL IN YEARS 


NEW YORK, May 4 (UP)— 
There is no American whisky 
two-to-three years old in Govern- 
ment-bonded warehouses, while 
whisky in the one-to-two and 
three-to-four year age brackets is 
at the lowest level in years, Allied 
Liquor Industries says. 

This, it was pointed out, is the 
result of the fact that whisky- 
aging schedules were disrupted by 
three years of non-production 
during the war, when distilleries 
were making alcohol for the Gov- 
ernment. 

Net whisky inventories, after 
evaporation and leakage losses, 
still are 140,000,000 gallons below 
the prewar level, the trade group 
pointed out.

Five Delivered to Replace 
Equipment That Is Break- 
ing Down on Job. 


Delivery of five dump trucks, on. 
order for two years, is expected 
to speed completion of the repav- 
ing of South Broadway from Chip- 
pewa street to the city limits, Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Ar- 
thur C. Meyers said yesterday.

Numerous breakdowns of the 
city’s old dump trucks while load- 
ed with hot asphalt required im- 
mediate unloading and reloading 
into other vehicles, slowing down 
the resurfacing projects, Meyers 
said. 

The city resurfaced more than 
2,000,000 square yards of streets 
with asphalt last year at a cost of 
$650,000, with the result that al- 
most all cobblestone streets have 
disappeared. 

The city’s streets generally are 
in the best state of repair in its 
history, Meyers reported.

ON USING OF NEGROES 


Revised Rules Involving 
Wider Employment Are 
Put Into Effect. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)— 
A revised policy involving wider 
employment of Negro troops, but 


in units no larger than a regi- 
ment, was put into effect yes- 
terday by the Army. 

The War Department advised 
domestic and overseas command- 
ers that Negroes should be used 
in their own units, both combat 
and service, on a one-to-10 ratio 
to white troops. This is the ratio 
in the civilian population. 

New policy provisions include: 

White officers in Negro units 
will be replaced by qualified Ne- 
gro officers; additional junior of- 
ficers will be assigned to units 
with an abnormal percentage of 
personnel in low intelligence clas- 
sifications; officers will be select- 
ed for the Regular Army without 
regard to race and equal oppor- 
tunities for officers will apply in 
all branches of the military serv- 
ice; present policies will be con- 
tinued governing recreational fa- 
cilities at the posts where both 
Negro and white troops are sta- 
tioned; Negro units will be sta- 
tioned where feasible in localities 
where “attitudes are most favor- 
able.”

A. A. F. Proposes Civilian 
Force of 216,800 to Aug- 
ment Regular Defenses. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)— 
Creation of an air force National 
Guard and reserve of 216,800 men 
was proposed today by the Army 
Air Forces to augment regular 
aerial defenses.

TELLS HOW KOREAN 
GIRLS TRICKED JAPS 


Dr. Helen Kim, College Head, 
Says Students Taught Ob- 
structionist Tactics. 


How Korean college girls forced 
to teach Japanese war propa- 
ganda turned the tables on the 
Japanese authorities was told yes- 
terday by Dr. Helen Kim, first 
Korean president of Ewha Girls’ 
College at Seoul. 

Dr. Kim, who received her doc- 
torate of philosophy degree at 
Columbia University Teachers’ 
College, arrived in St. Louis yes- 
terday for a three-day schedule of 
talks before church groups and 
the World Fellowship Committee 
of the Young Women’s Christian 
Association. 

“The Japanese military became 
alarmed in 1943 at the number of 


refusing duty and deserting to 
their native villages,” Dr. Kim 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“Our school was closed down and 
many of the 600 girls were sent 
out into the villages to convince 
the women they should gladly sac- 
rifice their men to the Japanese 
war effort. 

Forced to Instruct Women. 

“They were forced to instruct 
the women in Japanese culture 
under the watchful eyes of Japa- 
nese schoolmasters. But the 
whole ambitious program failed,” 
Dr. Kim recalled with a smile. 
“The girls gave their lectures 
in halting Japanese as ordered, 
and the village women didn’t un- 
derstand a word of it. Meanwhile, 
the lecturers made friends with 
the people and taught them how 
to obstruct the conquerer’s wishes. 
It was a valuable experience.” 
Speaking yesterday at a lunch- 
eon given in her honor by the 
World Fellowship Committee of 
the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation at 1421 Locust street, Dr. 
Kim, who became president of 
the interdenominational Christian 
school in 1939, told how all age 
groups have fought against Jap- 
anese domination for more than a 
generation of occupation. 
“The women were forced to 
wear a ‘national defense’ costume, 
a jacket and trousers buttoned at 
the ankle, but they could not be 
‘Japanized,’” she said. “School- 
boys learned arithmetic and sci- 
ence in Japanese, but they were 
taught at home to believe no other 
Jap teachings.” 

Koreans Hold High Hopes. 
Koreans have high hopes that 
their coalition Representative 
Democratic Council organized in 
the American occupation zone will 
be empowered to set up a local 
government, Dr. Kim said. 

“Even though Korean Commu- 
nists are allowed to spread propa- 
ganda against the Council in the 
American zone, while no one is 
allowed to enter the Russian area,” 
she said, “we feel that a native 
democratic regime can be set up 
in time. We are waiting for the 
occupying armies to let us unite 
our country under our own lead- 
ers.” 

Dr. Kim will make her last ap- 
pearance here tomorrow evening 
at a dinner at 7 o’clock at the 
Coronado Hotel to be given in her 
honor by the interpretation com- 
mittee for the national and World 
Y.W.C.A, She will return to Korea 
at the end of the month to resume 
her educational work. She is a 
guest at the home of Mr. and Mrs.

ALL-INDIA CONGRESS DENIES

Yankees Get Court Order 
To Restrain Mexico Agents 
From Player Tampering: 


NEW YORK, May 4 (AP)—The New York Yankees said tonight 
they had obtained an order from the New York Supreme Court against 
agents of the Mexican Baseball League and a New York sports writer, 
restraining them from attempting to induce any Yankee player to 


repudiate his signed Yankee contract, 


Arthur (Red) Patterson, secre- 
tary of the Yankees, said that Jus- 
tice Benjamin F. Schreiber signed 
the order restraining Jorge Pas- 
quel, president of the Mexican 
League: his brother, Bernardo 
Pasquel, who has been in New 
York the last two weeks; their 
agents, Carlos Baz, Mario Lousac 
and John Ohrbar, and New York 
Sportswriter Claire Rutherford 
(Bud) Rennie from “inducing or 
attempting to induce any New 
York Yankee ball player to re- 
pudiate his signed Yankee con- 
tract or to play in the Mexican 
League.” 

The preliminary hearing was set 
for Tuesday at 9 a.m. at which 
time the defendants have been or- 
dered to show cause why the or- 
der should not be made perma- 
nent. 

Bernardo Pasquel said he had 
received an order from the court 
to appear for the hearing, but 
asserted “this thing is utterly ri- 
diculous.” 

“IT am only too happy to co- 
operate with American authorities,

Bernardo said. “I will remain in 
New York as long as it is neces- 
sary. I don’t believe I have vi- 
olated any American law.” 
Bernardo denied that Rennie 
was in any way connected with 
him or the Mexican League.

Feller ticketed George 
Metkovich. Johnny Pesky, the 
next batter, picked out the third 
pitch for a single.

New Capitalism Can Serve 
All, Eric Johnston Says 


System Can Flourish 


as Never Before, He 


Tells U.S. Chamber of Commerce, but 
Must Be Tool in Hands of the People, Not 
the People’s Master. 


The following is a transcript, in part, of Eric Johnston's address 
delivered at the annual dinner of the Chamber of Commerce of 


the United States,

JOHNSTON 


Retiring President, Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 


HIS is in the nature of a valedictory address. 


I have, as you 


know, just completed a four-year educational course in the Presi- 


dency of the United States Chamber of Commerce. 


IT am not at 


all sure that I have made passing grades in all subjects; or that I 


shall be awarded a diploma of graduation. 


I have wondered, in fact, 


what sort of “degree” I have earned@ by my studies, term after term. 
A Degree of Experience, I hope; perhaps even a Degree of Wisdom. 


Tonight, in a farewell message, 
‘J want to talk about capitalism 
and its role in the decisive decade 
ahead. 

We ought to be proud of the 
capitalistic system. Competitive 
capitalism just got through win- 
ning the greatest war in all his- 
tory. 

Let’s not be modest about it. 
Neither Britain nor Russia could 
have survived without the endless 
flow of goods from this capital- 
istic American country. 


Magnificent Promises. 


We don’t have to be modest 
about our record in the war, and 
we don't have to be modest about 
our record in times of peace. 
Other systems promise their 
people the good things of life. 
We've got them. Other systems 
say to their peoples: “Give us 
another five years or another ten 
years or another fifteen years and 
we will shower abundance upon 
you” | 

We've got abundance, but we're 
fot satisfied with that abundance 
even n-w. Competitive capitalism 
can multiply it a thousand. times.’ 

Other systems say, “Keep us in 
power just a little while longer, 
and we will become the greatest 
industrial nation on earth.” 

We in America have got the 
greatest industrial power on 
earth. 

Othe~ systems strive to per- 
petuate themselves on promises. 
We pitch our standard on per- 
formance. But promises are 
pleasant things. They have a 
pretty ring to them. They have 
the full fascination that always 
underlies both talk and daydream 
of a great tomorrow. 

But magnificent promises have 
some advantage over us at that. 
They have the glittering promise 
of the blue print over the fin- 
ished product, of malleable theory 
over tough fact. They have all 
the fascination of a February 
geed catalog which comes to some 
city flat dweller who thinks he’d 
like to be a farmer. 


Accent on Future. 


Let me propose in all serious- 
mess that we deprive the ideolo- 
gies of perpetual promises of 
whatever advantage they may 
now enjoy. 

I propose that we add a dimen- 
gion of unlimited hopeful promises 
to our advocacy of our democra- 
tic capitalism. We have every 
right to do so. .Reason plus re- 
sources, physical, natural and 
spiritual, give us that right. 

Up to now, we've put all the em- 
phasis on the known and measur- 
able past and present achieve- 
ments. From now on, let’s put the 
accent on the immeasurable possi- 
bilities of the future under a new 
brand of capitalism. 

Four years ago, I thought we 
Needed a new creed for capitalism. 
I still think we do. I think so 
more now than I did then. The 
definition of capitalism in the 
books is as dead as the dinosaurs. 
It ought to be. Let me recite the 
standard dictionary definition: 

“Capitalism, The concentration 
of capital. The power or influence 
of capital as when in the hands 
of a few.” 

And that’s the definition of capi- 
talism under which American bus- 
iness men have lived too long. 

That's why they've talked about 
it in hushed terms. Capitalism, as 
defined in the books, fits only the 
free-booting era in our country, 
the days of the wasters and the 
plunderers, the spoilers and the 
monopolists. And that era’s dead 
and buried, 

" We need a new definition of 
capitalism just as much as we 
need a new dimension in our 


thinking and in our advocacy of a 
progressive economic system. 

Suppose we try this on for size: 
“Capitalism is a! competitive eco- 
nomic system designed for the en- 
richment of the many and not to 
make a few men rich.” 


We ought to be able to go hell- 
bent for that kind of capitalism. 
In fact, what: I propose to prove 
to you is that we’ve got to go 
hell-bent for it if we don’t want 
the good things we’ve got to go 
to hell. 

But if we're going to accept 
that definition, then we've got to 
make it truthful in fact as well 
as theory, ' 

There'll have to be some 
changes made to meet new con- 
ditions, new concepts, new think- 
ing. The old capitalism, despite 
its sins, built a great United 
States. The new capitalism can 
build a great united people. 


Can capitalism of the American 
variety be adapted to modern 
technological conditions? Can it 
stand up against the clamorous 
challenge of collectivist systems 
in other parts of the world and 
against anti-democratic propa- 
ganda at home? In an epoch that 
tends toward even larger eco- 
nomic groupings—toward huge 
corporations, great labor unions, 
powerful farm organizations, ex- 
panding government agencies— 
can we retain and fortify our 
cherished individual freedoms and 
our free institutions? 


Wasted Energy. 


I say we can. I say we can not 
only retain and fortify them, but 
that we can make them flourish 
and flower as they never have be- 
fore. It’s going to take some 
doing. It’s going to take energy. 
Well, we’ve got the energy. We've 
wasted enough of it already in 
industrial strife. 

If we had spent those millions 
of units of wasted man and men- 
tal energy in production and pro- 
ductive thinking instead of pulling 
and pushing each other around, 
there’d be fewer shortages today. 


If it’a true that life begins at 
40, let me say I hope a new capi- 
talism will be born in America 
in the 1940s beginning right now. 

Today, we are called on to 
choose between the old and the 
new capitalist society. The old 
holds that it is a closed and per- 
fect system of life resting on cons 
gealed and untouchable dogmas. 
It is loaded down with petrified 
prejudices—against organized la- 
bor, against government activity, 
against community planning. The 
new view, which I earnestly rec- 
ommend, holds that capitalism is 
a human institution, vibrant and 
evolutionary, capable constantly 
of adjusting itself to new condi- 
tions. There is nothing eternal, 
nothing sacrosanct abput it. Un- 
less it justifies itself by works 
instead of words, it must go with 
the wind of change. 


People Tools of System. 


Let me put the matter bluntly. 

The idyllic days are dead. Nos- 
talgic thinking about the “good 
old days” won’t bring them back. 
Life goes forward, always torward: 
The trouble is that. some people 
are moving forward ail right, but 
they’re looking backward. They’re 
like that legendary bird who didn’t 
care where he was flying but liked 
to see where he had been. 


Under the old or standpat con- 
ception of capitalism, people seem 
merely the inert tools of the sys- 
tem. Under the new, or progres- 
sive conception, the system is a 
tpol in the hands of the people. 
It is to be used, but not abused, 
for the general welfare and the 
good of all. What I'm saying is 
that man is more important than

Land Program Given Pick-Sloan

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third of the huge Missouri river basin.

HE first comprehensive program of 
7 problems and objectives in connection 
with the Pick-Sloan plan for control of 
the Missouri river has been issued by the 
Department of Agriculture as a guidepost 
in a vital field of the gigantic undertaking. 
Heretofore, 
been getting under way, emphasis in the 
public mind has been focused largely on 


tthe flood control and navigation jobs of the 


Army’s Corps of Engineers and the irriga- 
tion activities of the Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Reclamation. 

Outstanding in the Agriculture report is 
the hope it offers for soil control, which 
would lead to greatly increased productivity 
of crops, to stoppage or retardation of much 
of the runoff of rain water which otherwise 
would contribute to floods, and to elimina- 
tion of a large portion of the silt which 
clogs reservoirs, muddies streams and wastes 
the basic natural resource—the land itself. 
The report was submitted to the Missouri 
Rasin Inter-Agency Committee by the Agri- 
culture Department’s representative on that 
body, A. E. McClymonds, regional conserva- 
tor at Lincoln, Nebr. 

This program is significant because of the 
recognition it shows—on the part of both 
the Agriculture Department and the Inter- 
Agency Committee—of the need for co-or- 
dinated attack on many fronts to control 
natural resources in the widespread Missouri 
basin. It is apparent that the voluntary 
Inter-Agency Committee is endeavoring to 
overcome one of the most pointed criticisms 
of the Pick-Sloan plan by fostering such 
co-ordination. 


Results Will Be 
Closely Watched. 


How far it succeeds will be watched 
closely by Pick-Sloan supporters and by the 
backers of the rival plan for a close-knit 
regional agency with concentrated powers in 
all fields of operation, the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority. The report is conceded 
to be essentially a statement of objectives, 
rather than a blueprint for action. Details 
are now under consideration of a depart- 
mental field committee headed by McCly- 
monds. 

Although the report has the earmarks 
of an earnest, conscientious attempt to meet 
the manifold requirements, it may draw 
criticism on the ground that it is self-serv- 
jing. It does put the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s activities to date in a favorable light. 
The Inter-Agency Committee had to wait two 
months to receive the report, owing to delay 
in obtaining approval from the department 
officials at Washington. Incidentally, that 
illustrated one of the big arguments of MVA 
proponents—that operation through the 
present set of independent federal agencies 
in Pick-Sloan is cumbersome and bound with 
red tape. 

The Agriculture Department, said the re-

port, will “undertake to expand operational 
responsibilities’ provided in the 1944 Flood 
Control Act and other directives.

‘It will also undertake to speed up its 
investigational planning activities, commen- 
surate with the basin-wide scope and tempo 
of the job. There is immediate need for 
intensified activity in connection with the 
authorities provided for the department ,to 
furnish technical and financial assistance 
throughout the basin in such matters as 
sound land use, soil and water conservation, 
water efficiency measures, economic anal- 
yses, credit needs, farm organization and 
housing needs, and public facilities analyses. 
Preliminary information now available 
shows that many serious agricultural prob-

undoubtedly become 
more critical as thé Missouri basin program 
is developed.” 

In arriving at solution of the problems, 
the report said, the department will co- 
operate with appropriate agencies, local, 
state and in other federal departments. It 
listed the objectives as follows: 

Ascertain the best use of the lands 
within the basin in line with the highest 
economic production and conservation, 

and the form of ownership and tenure 
consistent with such use, 

Ascertain lands that are physically and 
economically suitable for development 
and improvement through irrigation or 
drainage. 

Determine what needs to be done to 
various types of lands in order for them 
to be used safely and profitably for inten- 
sive or extensive enterprises. 

Assist in developing, adjusting and pro- 
tecting these lands for their proper use 
by soil, cover and water conservation, 
clearing, drainage, irrigation distribution 
systems, leveling and other improvements, 

Furnish the necessary technical guid- 
ance to land owners and operators on effi- 
cient and protective practices, function of 
water, crop rotation, maintenance and 
improvement of fertility, salinity control 
and other practices, 


Added Leadership 
For Community Aid. 


Provide additional leadership and aid 
in programs of rural housing, transporta- 
tion, electrification, health, education, 
recreation and general community bet- 
terment. 

Adjust existing programs and, where 
needed, develop new programs for proper 
land use in areas of settlement and fur- 
nish necessary technical guidance and fi- 
nancial assistance to assure their. com- 
pletion. 

Assist local organizations that will 
guide or direct settlement and land-use 
patterns that will promote stable and 
prosperous communities. 

Aid in the constructing and financing 
of water development systems to irriga- 
tion farmers outside of federal irrigation 
projects.

WARSAW. 


VERY revolution, even a polite one, is a fiery horse whose gallop 
will depend on who is sitting in the saddle, what he is doing with 
his spurs and how strong a bridle he has. 


In Britain the revolu- 


tionary pace has been reduced to a conservative trot; the French would 
have driven the spurs into the body of the horse had not DeGaulle 
removed the implements. The Polish drivers almost make you dizzy 


since they seem to be going both 

On the one hand the Poles have 
gone far beyond any nationaliza- 
tion plan so far proposed in Eu- 
rope. On the other, the Poles are 
the only ones who combine a na- 
tionalization act with provisions 
of assistance to new private en- 
terprises, 

Nationalization in Poland is not 
Nimited to basic industries nor to 
a longer but specific list. It ap- 
plies to all industries and all 
forms of economic endeavor. Its 
limitation is vertical rather than 
horizontal as it excludes only 
those enterprises which employ 
less than fifty persons, 


Old and New Capitalist. 


At the same time the act pro- 
vides that a new enterprise may 
employ as many as necessary. In 
other words if you already have 
a factory in Poland employing 
over fifty workers your factory 
is nationalized but if you want 
to establish a new factory you 
are not only welcomed but are 
given the privilege of employing 
whatever personnel you . need. 
Moreover you are assured you 
will not be nationalized or molest- 
ed. It is an anomaly whereby 
the old capitalist is poison, the 
new one honey. 

The explanation lies in the in- 
tricate politico-economic circum- 
stances of the new Poland. Polit- 
ical exigency has caused the re- 
moval ‘from power of elements 
that controlled the Polish state 
between the two world wars. Eco- 
nomic urgency dictates the utili- 
zation of every possible effort 
which might aid reconstruction. 
Hence the old capitalist must be 
disinherited especially since he 
might sabotage the economic re- 
vival while the new capitalist is 
considered no such menace. His 
desire to start a new enterprise 
is regarded as sufficient evidence 
of his willingness to co-operate 
in the upbuilding of a new Po- 
land, 

Nationalization encompasses the 
confiscation and operation by the 
government of all property pre- 
viously held by the German state 
or its nationals within Poland 
and Danzig; also the properties 
of Poles taken over by Germans 
whose former owners are un- 
known and the properties of Poles 
who co-operated with the enemy. 


Properties Affected. 


Nationalization also involves 
government operation of all min- 
ing establishments, of sugar mills, 
plants producing alcoholic bever- 
ages, textile mills and printing 
plants. The latter two may be 
turned over to co-operative groups 
by special order of the cabinet. 
Little mechanized or seasonal en- 
terprises may also be exempted 
from national control even when 
they have more than fifty em- 
ployes. 

The government is obligated to 
compensate expropriated owners 
within one year by cash or bonds, 
the exact amount to be decided 
by specially appointed government 
commissions, Property not cov- 
ered’ by the nationalization act, 
now held by the government for 
emergency reasons, must be re- 
turned to owners. 

Strange as it may seem the 
Poles, with so little opportunity 
for preparation, have a much 
more detailed plan for operating 
the industries being nationalized 
than the British Laborites who 
have been talking nationalization 


for years. 
The ownership of all national- 


ized industries is naturally held 
by the state but the final, abso- 
lute contro] and direction is ex- 
ercised by the Ministry of Com- 
merce. The Minister of Com- 
merce is thus, in a sense, the na- 
tion’s economic and land Czar. 
The actual] operation however is 
a function of a special depart- 
ment of the Ministry, 

The Coal Authority, for exam- 
ple, will run all the mines. . 


forward and backward. 

Labor-management relations 
will be changed in spirit rather 
than form. 

Labor «..nions will continue, as 
before, to negotiate wages, hours 
and working conditions with the 
appropriate governmental authore 
ity as boss. But labor will be ex- 
pected to take an interest in the 
general welfare of the industry, 
including cost of production, in- 
asmuch as workers are, in a sense, 
the stockholder: of the property. 
Technicals schools will be at- 
tached to each factory so that 
young workers, who are capable, 
can qualify themselves for rapid 
promotion. P 

The problem of what the Polish 
State, in entering upon business 
of such magnitude, is going to 
use for money does not seem 
nearly so formidable in the finan- 
cial section of Warsaw as it would 
in downtown New York. Financ- 
ing will be more a process of 
entries in books than outlay of 
cash. 

While no figure is available on 
how much compensation is in- 
volved, since the inventory of 
plants to be nationalized is still 
incomplete, the Polish Minister of 
Economy expects that only one- 
fourth of the nationalized enter 
prises will have to be paid for, 
and this includes payments that 
will have to be made for prop- 
erties owned by foreigners other 
than enemies, 


Investors Must Wait. 


Although the law provides for 
compensation by cash, as well as 
bonds, I doubt that large sums 
will be paid to nationals. Foreign 
investors will also have to wait 
for their money and the time of 
waiting will depend on how much 
assistance Poland receives from 
abroad in the way of loans and 
credits, The Polish State thus 
takes possession of some plants, 
equipment and stores of raw ma- 
terials without paying out a single 
zloty. 

Obtaining money for operating 
expenses at home and necessary 
purchases abroad, constitutes the 
only financial problem, And as 
there are enough zlotys afloat in 
Poland for the state to obtain all 
it needs locally by the sale of 
bonds or tapping saving accounts 
and insurance funds, the real rub 
will be foreign exchange. 

Polish leaders feel that thelr 
country is fully entitled to credits 
and loans because of its being a 
victim of the common enemy and 
because of its potential value in 
the reconstruction and reconver 
sion of Europe. 

These same leaders, however 
make it clear that Poland cannot 
be forced to the wall by the with- 
holding of loans, Such tactics, 
they declare, will boomerang and 
a refusal or a delay by the 
West in doing business with 
Poland and other Eastern Euro- 
pean countries will only teach the 
latter how to get along without 
the Western democracies. It will 
also cause a greater dependency 
on Russia. 


Relations With Britain. 


An example cited here is that 
of British-Polish relations. If 
Britain, it is said, had taiked bus- 
iness with Poland instead of quar- 
reling over the Polish Army in 
Italy which will have to be mus- 
tered out sooner or later anyhow, 
Britain could have had the best 
Polish hams, bacon and eggs with- 
out remitting a shilling. Britain 
could have paid with machinery 
and tools. But by the time the 
quarrel ig over and injured feel- - 
ings are forgotten Polish factories 
will already have been equipped 
by other powers,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently there has been considerable 
comment on the complaint of the Aus- 
trians that their economy has been up- 
set by the occupation-zone segmentation 
imposed by the Allies. In my opinion, 
&@ parallel situation has existed in Metro- 
politan St. Louis for many years. 

Our area is one community in every 
sense except legally. For the disease- 
carrying rats generated in our littered 
alleys, the City Limits street car tracks 
are no obstacle. Certainly the under- 
privileged children incubated in our 
slums recognize no line drawn in Jef- 
ferson City when taking their vengeance 
on society as adults. Yet much of the 
revenue of the community is walled off 
by legal barriers and cannot come back 
as vital blood cells to repair the body 
that produced it. 

On the other hand, the city house- 
holder is supporting numerous cultural 
and récreational facilities which he 
freely shares with the rest of the com- 
munity. What suburbanite, when he 
speaks of “the” Zoo or “the” Art Mu- 
seum, is not referring to the “St. Louis” 
Zoo or Art Museum? 

The city, being the oldest: center of 
population, naturally embraces the slums 
and the neighborhoods of the poor. De- 
cay due to lack of funds is beginning 
to set in. Can we allow the heart of the 
community to die? 

The Mayor, in his recent tax proposal, 
was merely calling attention to a con- 
dition which has long existed. Probably 
the idea! solution is for the municipali- 
ties of the county to be incorporated 
into St. Louis, thereby allowing the rev- 
enue of the whole community to flow 
through all the arteries of the civic 
body. The Mayor’s plan may seem dras- 
tic, but something must be done. If 
the tax load is not readjusted soon, I 
suggest that St. Louis be renamed S&t, 
Nicholas, . J. ?. 0.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our transit company, called Public 
Service for some obscure reason, is now 
improving some of its latest busses by 
pulling out a number of seats, leaving 
but 34 of the original 39, as on Cherokee 
bus number 5081, which I rode this 
morning. Besides this bus, I saw 5034 
and 5037 with the same innovation, and 
a company man told me that the same 
work was going on in the 5200-series 
busses. So far, Cherokee, Gravois, Lin- 
denwood and Natural Bridge seem to be 
the lines favored with these improved 
vehicles. 

Their great virtue, having only single 
seats on one side of the.aisle, is that 
they can hold perhaps 12 or 15 more 
standees in the space formerly. taken 
by the five seated passengers. The ulti- 
mate solution, exemplified by the cattle 
ear, is to remove all seats. But we 
don’t have much hope for this, as the 
company might be required to feed the 
passengers ever so often, as the railroads 
have to do for their quadruped patrons. 

Everything considered, fewer seats 
and heavier loads mean a few runs can 
be cut off each line so the company can 
earn a better profit, as it made when 
it ran street cars on Cherokee line. But 
that was long ago, when St. Louisans 
preferred to sit down and Public Serv- 
ice gave them more seats in response 
to their desires. 

Best city transit system in America, 
they say. When I want to hear fiction, 
I can now turn to Thirty-ninth and Park 
instead of DNB.

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Challenge From the East 


A recent event and a coming event highlight 
the crucial problem that Far Eastern dependen- 


cies present to the conscience of the Western 


world. 

The first event is the collapse of negotiations 
between Dutch officials and a delegation from 
Java on the rich colony’s plea for freedom. The 
coming event is the Philippine Islands’ attain- 
ment of independence, set for July 4. 

Here is a contrast that involves more than 
two countries’ political methods; it concerns the 
whole philosophy of Western contact with the 
Orient. 
peaceful adjustment and years of bitter struggle. 

White imperialism in the East cannot be con- 
sidered in terms of politics and economics alone. 
There a also a deep underlying human element 
—the Oriental man’s sense of dignity and self- 
respect, which the colonial exploiters have too 
often disregarded. ‘The Oriental may appear 
complacent, but he has fiercely resented his 
exclusion from government, his poverty while 


others reaped wealth from his country’s re- 


sources, the drawing of a rigid color line that 
made his status one of degradation. 

The Japanese, before and during the war, 
shrewdly utilized these deep feelings against 
the West and its ways. Their cry of “Asia for 
the Asiatics” met an eager response in many of 
the lands seized by Jap military power. Why, 
reasoned the people of Burma and Indo-China 
and Indonesia, should we fight for our overlords 
when the Japanese offer a place of equality and 
dignity in their Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity 
Sphere? 

Tokyo’s psychological warfare pressed the 
point to the utmost. Special emphasis was 
placed upon the handful of collaborators re- 
cruited in the Philippines, but there the wily 
Japs were disappointed. The Filipinos did not 
yield meekly as other peoples had done; their 
guerrillas fought an unceasing war, and the 
Islands were never really conquered. 

Why this loyalty to their rulers’ cause that 
so confounded the prophets of Tokyo? It was 
because the American policy had been con- 
sistently one of decent treatment for the Fili- 
pino people, of building schools and hospitals 
and highways, of giving them participation in 
government and a promise of freedom when 
they were ready for it. The teacher, not the 
soldier, was the chief symbol of America from 
almost the first day of our control of the Islands. 

The Jap failed in the other dependencies sim- 
ply because he borrowed the white man’s meth- 
ods of exploitation and suppression, and carried 
them to brutal extremes. Had actual co-pros- 
perity and co-responsibility been provided, na- 
tives would doubtless have fought as fiercely for 
the Japs as the Javanese have fought in recent 
months against British and Dutch forces. 

Japan's mistakes were the Allies’ good for- 
tune. V-J day offered the possibility of a fresh 
start, the beginning of a new policy of justice 
toward the colonial peoples. As Wendell Willkie 
warned, “The big house on the hill surrounded 
by mud huts has lost its awesome charm.” 

So have the allegedly superior culture and 
civilization of the West. The East, versed in 
broad humanistic philosophies that date back to 
an age when Western men lived in caves, sees 
that our doctrines have brought two catastrophic 
wars upon the world within a generation. So the 
little man of the Orient no longer accepts the 
word of the European master who says that he 
isn’t capable of governing himself. 

The British show their realization of the new 
day by the offer of freedom to India-on any 
terms its people agree upon. Elsewhere in the 
colonial world, however, the picture is dismally 
unchanged. The statesmanship proved by Amer- 
ica in the Philippines and manifested by Britain 
in the ‘Attlee offer to India is still the exception, 
not the rule. 

The proud peoples of the East intend to be 
free. Not all of them are ready for freedom, 
but they insist that their masters at least set a 
date for independence, and meanwhile help their 
development toward capacity for self-rule. Con- 
cessions that stop short of that minimum are 
not enough. ; 7 

The Philippine Republic will be a new light 
in the East, a fresh inspiration to the exploited 
man of the Orient. His “eyes have seen the 
glory,” and no use of force or economic pressure 
will alter his determination. The West has been 
challenged to implement the principles of lib- 
eration and democracy which it proclaimed in 
fighting World War II. 
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LaGuardia’s Disgust 
No wonder Fiorello LaGuardia felt “sick and 
disabled” when he went.to the Combined Food 
Board Meeting, and found no responsible official 
there, but only “pencil-pushing statisticians.” 
While hunger threatens our occupation program 


' in enemy lands, kills the children of friendly 


Allied nations and piles the dead like cordwood 
in Asia, the UNRRA director seems left to feed 
the world on statistics and red tape. The won- 
der is that, in the face of overfed official com- 
placency, LaGuardia’s disgust has not become 
despair. If it has not, it is only because of the 
terrible necessity of a starving world.

If Dr. Alexander were as observant as he is 
avid to prophesy, he might note that women 
from about 20 upward are moving fast into a 
dressier, fussier, more curvilinear mode—‘fem- 
inine,” the ads quaintly call it. Which group, 
we ask—they, or the 10-16 bobby-sox bracket— 
is more likely to capture control over society? 

Gawky Betty, aged 16, has no thought of rul- 
ing when she steps into jeans. We challenge Dr. 
Alexander to prove the notion is even lodged in 
her subconscious. Her one thought, her con- 
suming compulsion, is to look as much like the 
other woman-cubs as she can. For difference 
from the rest of the pack is the cardinal social 
sin, the ultimate gaucherie that marks drips and 
jerks.

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UN’s Task in Palestine 


The violent reaction of the Arab world to the 
report of the joint British-American committee’s 
report on Palestine is another argument for fast 
work to set up a United Nations peace force and 
a trusteeship system. 

The British have been quick to call on the 
United States for military aid in controlling 
Palestine, and numerous members of our Con- 
gress have responded warmly in the negative, 
The issue is one that could cause an unfortunate 
controversy between the English-speaking 
powers, but it need not occur if a UN force 
could move in for duty in Palestine, or any 
other trouble spot. 

Meanwhile, the Arab opposition to admittance 
of 100,000 Jews: from Europe’s refugee camps, 
as proposed by the committee, is a classic case 
of “benefits forgot.” Actually, the position of 
the Arabs has improved in every way since 
Jewish colonization in Palestine began. 

In his recent book, “To Whom Palestine?,” 
Frank Gervasi shows how the Moslem birth rate 
there has risen sharply since 1922, and the death 
rate has fallen, thanks to hospitals and other 
services provided by the Zionists. Arabs have 
flocked into Palestine from neighboring coun- 
tries. New employment and business opportu- 
nities have been opened to them. Arabs got 
good prices for land sold to the colonists, whose 
total holdings still consist of only 6 per cent of 
the country’s area. 

“Although the Arabs have prospered beyond 
anything attained by their brethren elsewhere,” 
Mr. Gervasi says, they pay only a fraction of 
the taxes. Most of the burden is borne by the 
Jewish minority, and many services are financed 
by outside contributions. 

Arab opposition is based on an inflamed na- 
tionalism, which was capitalized for years by 
Axis propaganda. So intense is the feeling that 
the report’s insistence on full protection of Arab 
rights is overlooked, strikes are declared and 
armed resistance is threatened. The UN would 
have a tough job of conciliation on its hands, 
but it is the logical agency to undertake this 
function, with better prospects than the British 
alone or with the help of American troops. 
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Kansas and Cocktails

functions. Since even this rumor of alcoholic 
sin couldn’t turn the frigid halls of protocol] into 
a popular hot spot, other Congressmen are get- 
ting bored with Sunflower sobriety.

That is easy. For the most part, the people 
of Kansas have incredible imaginations and a 
vicarious knowledge of hooch. They are so in- 
toxicated by the idea of being intoxicated that 
they even shun hard water. But, just once in a 
while, they become conscience-stricken by their 
lack of more damning information. So, strictly 
in the interest of moral -education, they hop 
into their cars and come to Missouri. 
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New Evidence Against Plug-Uglies ' 

The mounting annoyance of radio listeners 
with newscast plug-uglies becomes a mathe- 
matical fact in a new survey which, through odd 


‘interpretation, is being circulated proudly by 


the National Association of Broadcasters. 

This survey shows that 66 per cent of listen- 
ers questioned in the Peoria (Ill.) area object 
to middle commercial announcements in public 
service programs such as news. But this dis- 
closure is barely heeded. Stress is placed'on 
a report that 90 per cent of those questioned 
don’t object to advertising in service programs. 

Actually, there is no contradiction here. Ad- 
vertising is approved, but one distasteful form 
of advertising is not. Yet the NAB’s release 
drums up a distinction, on the ground that the 
specific question about interrupting plugs was 
a “leading” question. So it seems that a gen- 
erality is fair, but it isn’t fair to be specific. 

Telling the public through surveys that it en- 
joys radio is a gratis performance much loved 
by broadeasters. The public won’t quarrel with 
it. But enjoying radio, and showing resentment 
against its particular bad habits, are two dif- 
ferent things. One sure way to ignore what 
the public thinks is to refuse to ask specific 
questions. 

Continued disregard of public opinion casts 
further reflection on radio’s good will. For 
that reason, this newspaper has urged broad- 


casters to eliminate the plug-ugly in newscasts. - 


The new survey supports that suggeston. How 
radio can profit by annoying such a large per- 
centage of listeners is beyond the imagination 
of anyone except, perhaps, the NAB.

Stock market is booming on war money as amateur traders look to 
cheap stocks for big profits; writer says they ignore published in- 
formation about odds against them; while SEC requires disclosure 
of facts on securities, buyer must use the data to protect himself,

The great game of blind man’s bluff 
which Americans call “playing the market” 
is getting its biggest whirl since 1929. For 
four years, stock and bond prices have been 
bobbing corklike on a rising flood of war- 
time Government spending. With only an 
occasional setback to interrupt the rise, 
it’s been the longest bull market since 
Coolidge. 


Casting amazed eyes on this “take a 
chance” fever by cash-happy innocents, 
brokers in Wall Street, New York, La 
Salle Street, Chicago, and Market Street, 
San Francisco, are gasping, “Here we go 
again.” 

The paltry 250,000 daily transactions on 
the Stock Exchange which barely kept 
brokers alive a few short years ago have 
leaped to 2,000,000. The new money that’s 
“in Wall Street is black-market money, war- 
overtime money, war-profits money—all 
stemming from the flood of cash poured 


_ out by our Government to win the war. 


Like a Rising Thermometer 


Since there are no OPA ceilings on stocks 
and bonds as there are on shirts and shoes, 
cash in the hands of informed investors, 
speculators and financial] innocents bids 
the prices up. Like a rising thermometer, 
the security markets register the inflation- 
ary fever of the body economic. 

Joe Plunge isn’t interested in the high 
grade, high-cost, blue-chip stocks. They're 
for the conservative folk who look for 
sound earnings records, for stocks that will 
continue to pay dividends. Joe isn’t look- 
ing for dividends. He’s looking for a cheap 
stock that'll rise in price and yield him 
a profit. 

Joe notices that many of the blue-chip 
stocks have doubled in price since 1942. 
But what's a paltry 100 per cent rise com- 
pared to the sensational 1200 to 6000 per 
cent advances which have made fortunes 
(at least on paper) for the lucky holders 
of some of those depressed stocks that 
were selling under $2 in 1942? So Joe 
rushes in to buy a low-priced stock—any 
low-priced stock. 

“Stock prices are going up, so why worry 
about the value of the property represented 
by the share of stock?” thinks Joe. “And 
anyway, hasn’t the stock been passed by 
the SEC?” 


Only Thing the SEC Can Do 


Joe Plunge doesn’t know something that’s 
exceedingly important for him to know. 
The Securities and Exchange Commission 
neither approves nor disapproves of securi- 
ties. 

Under law, the only thing the SEC can 
do is to disclose all the facts about a se- 
curity to the public. If the public persists 
in disregarding the facts which the SEC 
collects and makes easily available to buy- 
ers, Government regulation of the security 
markets becomes a mockery. . 

Not everyone who gambles on the spec- 
ulative new issues is a financial innocent 
like Joe Plunge. Many “smart-money” 
men, seeing the scramble for the low- 
priced stocks, buy them, too. But they 
get out quickly and take their winnings. 

Some bankers, knowing this, try to keep 
the new issues “away from Seventh Ave- 
nue,” New York’s money-smart cloak-and- 
suit district. They’d rather place them in 
the interior where little investors will buy 
and hold, not throw the stock back on the 
market and thus depress the price. 


The “smart-money” man knows what Joe 


doesn’t, that the inflationary market 
scramble for low-priced stocks can’t go on 
forever. One day Joe will find, as he did 
in 1930, that he’s bought a stock which de- 
rives little nourishment from anything real 
and has collapsed from malnutrition. 


“The only thing the SEC can do under 
the law is to disclose all the facts to the 
public,” Ganson Purcell, SEC chairman, 
said. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
does tell the railroads what securities they 
can or cannot sell, because the railroads 
are closely regulated, and the Government 
decides whether it’s in the public interest 
to build (or end) railroads. 


The Harvest of Speculation 


If the Government had the same life-and- 
death power over industrial securities, it 
could direct the flow of capital as it saw 
fit—encourage some industries, let others 
die. And that would no longer be the free 
capitalist system as we know it. But bail- 
outs and windfall deals by bankers and 
officers are something else again. 

That the speculative seeds they’re now 
sowing must inevitably harvest a public 
reaction against “The Street” worries most 
brokers little at the moment. The future, 
to Wall Street, is the day after tomorrow. 
And besides, the customer isn’t the only 
one the broker sells. Soon he has sold 
himself, and he, too, is carried away with 
the tide. 

I asked Emil Schram, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, what the Ex- 
change was doing to discourage unin- 
formed speculation. 

“We're trying to get people to use judg- 
ment; anyone who can’t appraise stocks or 
have some competent person appraise 
them, shouldn’t be in the market,” said 
Schram. He cited the Stock Exchange’s 
advertising campaign, and pointed out that 
brokerage houses, the security exchanges 
and the Government spend thousands of 
dollars to amass a wealth of information 
vital to investors—if they’d only use it. 


Blow to Purchasing Power 


Is the United States Government worried 
about the speculative boom? Gambling on 
the horses hurts noboby except the loser, 
but gambling in stocks raises prices of 
securities without creating any real wealth, 
and losses to millions of investors will hurt 
purchasing power at some time in the fu- 
ture, perhaps at the very time it is needed 
to prop up business activity and maintain 
employment, 

Marriner 8S. Eccles, chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System, which is the country’s central bank 
and controls stock-buying on margin, as- 
sails stock-market gambling, and urges 
that taxes on stock-market winnings be 
hiked. But there are few in Congress to 
listen to him. 

Mark Twain’s Pudd’nhead Wilson had 
something when he noted: “April is a 
particularly risky month in which to spec- 
ulate in the stock market. The other 
months are February, December, March, 
November, May, October, June, August, 
July, September and January.”

Plea by Vincent Sheean 
For Amity With Russia 


“This House Against This House,” by Vincent 

Sheean. (Random House, New York.) 

As World War II ended, Vincent Sheean 
experienced a fear of the peace. Also, he 
heard American soldiers in Germany ask, 
“How soon are we going to have to fight 
Russia?” To bridge the threatened division 
between ourselves and Russia, he offers . 
hope, plus a conviction that capitalism and 
Communism are “susceptible of modifica- 
tion, that synthesis is the inevitable law of 
development.” 

The gravest difference between Western 
peoples and Russia is that we, like St. 
Paul, are “free born.” From antiquity we 
have inherited a tradition of freedom—free- 
dom to dissent, freedom that “hangs like 
a sword of Damocles over the neck of 
power.” Freedom and democracy to us are 
inseparable. The Russians, however, have 
“no historical experience of freedom, no 
desire for it.” They would attain a pro- 
found political and economic democracy 
largely by eliminating freedom. 


* * * 


To those “enemies of humanity” who 
would deliberately scuttle Soviet-American 
understanding, Sheean quotes Shakespeare, 
“O if you raise this house against this 
house, it will the wofullest division prove 
that ever fell upon this cursed earth.” 
Sheean believes that agreement in govern- 
ing Germany, our primary contact with 
Russia, is essential. 

The bulk of his book consists of intimate 
glimpses of war which Sheean saw as an 
Army Air Forces intelligence officer in in- . 
vasions of North Africa, Sicily and Italy, 
and in Asia and Western Europe as a war 
correspondent. The style is similar to the 
author’s “Personal History,” a_ best-seller 
of 1935. He still has a fresh, if naive, out- 
look that on occasion sees a prophetic sig- 
nificance in small happenings. 

Sheean assails our support of Badoglio in 
Italy as a neo-Fascist attempt of Churchill 
to keep the disgraced monarchy in power. 
However, he calls our policy of collabora- 
tion with Vichy officials in North Africa 
the “only possible one” toward a friendly 
country “in grave difficulties.” He defends 
Robert Murphy as a man who risked his 
life to carry out orders of his superiors, in- 
cluding President Roosevelt, 


« * * 


In India, Sheean was depressed by the 
abject poverty and the servile attitude of 
the natives, who have an intense collective 
consciousness that he thinks is capable of 
scientific explanation. Although having no 
sympathy for British imperialism, Sheean 
feels that nationalist leaders in India fail 
to realize their country is part of the world, 
Even the “wisdom of its sages,” he chides, 
has “discovered no reliable way” of getting 
India off this planet. Sheean was glad to 
be sent to China, where he found the people 
proud, with a zest for life and reasonably 
independent—a contrast to the pantheistic, 
apathetic Hindus. India’s only hope, he 
thinks, is an industrial revolution. 

There are no anti-Nazis in Germany, ac- 
cording to Sheean. He failed to find even 
a single German with a sense of social re- 
sponsibility for the crimes of Hitlerism.

(France) schoolroom: 

Two kings—Peter of Yugoslavia 
and Zog of Albaria—lost their 
thrones. 

Britain’s “peaceful revolution” 
by election inaugurated an era of 
slow-going socialism. 

A string of Communist-tinged 
governments rose .n a so-called 
“protective belt” along MRussia’s 
western frontiers. 

Hunger was a companion of 
politics during the year, an As- 
sociated Press survey showed. 
Europe's “little man” had his 
thoughts and energies focused on 
the problem of getting enough 
food. 


Great Britain reached a new 
phase in its history. Voters 
turned Winston Churchill and his 
conservative followers out of the 
government and launched socialist 
experiments in non-violent conver- 
sion of big industries to public 
ownership. After nine months of 
Labor government, socialism still 
hadn't directly touched the man 
in the street. Only the Bank of 
England had seen formally na- 
tionalized. Legislation to nation- 
alize the ailing coal industry was 
virtually through the House of 
Commons with certainty of en- 
actment soon, however. Other 
plans had been submitted for pub- 
lic ownership of iron and steel 
plants, airline transport, electric 
power and the Cable and Wireless 
Co. 


France, too, sung farther to the 
Left. Communists, Socialists and 
Conservative Popular Republican 
Movement delegates each gained 
roughly one-third of the seats in 
the Constituent Assembly. Social- 
ists and Communists teamed to 
draft a proposed constitution de- 
nounced as radical by the M.R.P.

‘Cheap’ Money 
Period Possibly 
Nearing an End

NEW YORK, May 4 (AP) 
HE April rise in Government 
bonds to record high prices 
may have been the swan song 
of an era of low interest rates. 
To the average man in the 
street, the price of Government 
bonds is remote from his every- 
day affairs. 

Future interest rates, though, 
may have a great deal to do with 
what John Citizen pays for a loaf 
of bread, a suit of clothes, or a 
house and lot. 

Presidential advisers are wran- 
gling now over the question of 
further Government support for a 
policy of “cheap” money. 
The stakes, basically, are tre- 
mendous: a wedge to open the 
door to inflation still farther—or 
a powerful lever to cortrol the 
balance between the supply of 
goods and the supply of money. 
U.S. Treasury Stand. 
The United States Treasury 
has come out flatly for continua- 
tion of low interest rates to pro- 
vide for low-cost financing of the 
public debt. The Federal Reserve 
Board has stated it did not favor 
a higher level of interest rates 
on United States securities than 
the Government was paying—but 
Marriner §S. Eccles, board chair- 
man, has emphasized the infla- 
tionary effect of low interest 
rates. 
Many observers believe power- 
ful post-war factors will force the 
Treasury to modify its views. 
Here is the picture they present: 
The huge government debt dom- 
inates the nation’s economic life 
as thoroughly as the atom bomb 
guides military thought. More 
than 10 years ago, after the col- 
lapse in the twenties, large-scale 
government financing was inaugu- 
rated to revive throttled produc- 
tion facilities. That was the start 
of deficit financing. 
War forced the government to 
tap its credit reservoirs on an un- 


dreamed. of scale. 

As the government debt in- 
creased, it became the stated pol- 
icy of the Treasury to keep inter- 
est rates low and this was quickly 
reflected not only in large-scale 
private refunding of outstanding 
debt with lower interest rates, but 
also in the placing of new capital 
as well. The lush days when a 
yield of 5 or 6 per cent on a top- 
grade bond was routine gave way 
finally to a lean 2.5 per cent. 
There has been talk of the pos- 
sibility of a long-term government 
issue with a 2 per cent coupon. 

Public Has Money. 

The war left the public with 
huge amounts of currency and 
bank deposits. Bank reserves 
available for investment ballooned. 
' The result today: more money 
than the economic system can 
satisfactorily absorb. Huge sums 
compete for too small investment 
outlets. Not enough goods for sale 
to match the supply of money— 
the bedrock on which inflation 
builds. Easy credit—one of the 
most volatile inflationary fuels. 

Authorities recognize the dan- 
gers inherent in this situation. The 
corrective action to take is still 
to be worked out, 

A striking development which 
suggested a change of direction 
in interest rates occurred in early 
April when long-term government 
issues climbed to record high 
prices and brought record low 
yields. Trading in federals and 
top-grade corporate bonds came 
almost to a standstill. Buyers sim- 
ply were not interested in the 
rate of income those prices of- 
fered. 

Several new issues of corporate 
bonds, sold at prices bringing 
close to record low yields, moved 
slowly into the hands of investors 
and investment bankers talked of 
being forced to raise the yield on 
new issues to insure distribution.

Informed speculation at _ the 
State Department is to the effect 
that the successor will be Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, whose re- 
markable wartime contribution as 
commander of the China theater 
has been grossly undervalued, 
Whoever the successor may be, 
however, his task will be thor- 
oughly unenviable, For any agree- 
ment that is now made in China 
will only mask or alleviate the 
basic facts of the situation. 


Azerbaijan in Manchuria. 


These facts, which may be re- 
garded as unalterable except by 
force, can be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

First, by astute collusion be- 
tween the Soviet occupying forces 
and the Chinese Communists, 
Manchuria has been transformed 
into another Azerbaijan. Soviet 
policy produced this result in 
three ways. 

Contrary to the Soong-Stalin 
pact and the terms of the first 
Marshall truce in China, Chinese 
Nationalist armies were greatly 
delayed in entering Manchuria by 
the Soviet occupying forces. 
Simultaneously, Chinese Commu- 
nist infiltration of Manchuria 
was encouraged, and local Man- 
churian forces were induced to 
join the Communists by gifts of 
Japanese arms and other induce- 
ments. Then, after Chinese Com- 
:-qnist-dominated forces were 
present in strength, and before 
the Generalissimo’s armies were 
ready to take over, the Soviet 
armies occupying Manchuria be- 
gan their abrupt withdrawal. In- 
to the resulting vacuum, the Chi- 
nese Communist forces flowed 
automatically. It is safe to pre- 
dict they will not be dislodged by 
any agreement made at Nanking. 


Importance of Possession. 
Second, possession is nine-tenths 
of the law in most countries, but 
in China it is ninety-nine one- 
hundredths. If a new agreement 
is reached under pressure from 
Marshall, the Chinese Commu- 
nists may participate in a new 
national government, to which 
the Communist dominated areas 
in Manchuria and North China 
may give formal allegiance.

So long as this is so, they will 
constitute a base for further 
Soviet penetration into China.

Third, our Asiatic intelligence, 
like all American intelligence, is 
far from complete or detailed.

In the great central 
Asiatic province of Sinkiang (now 
vitally important as one of the 
three or four probable new sources 
of uranium ore) the nominal 
Chinese rule is under constant 
pressure from tribesmen egged on 
and equipped from across the 
Soviet border. 

Even. in Indo-China, Indonesia, 
Malaya, Burma and India, there 
are many signs of a = in- 
tensified underground Communist 
effort, and a new high-powered 
Soviet radio station is openly 
sending propaganda programs to 
India. 

The first two points are given 
meaning by the third. If it is 
Soviet policy to penetrate and in- 
filtrate throughout Asia—if even 
the fastnesses of Thibet are of 
interest to the masters of the 
Kremlin—then China must be in- 
cluded in the active area of future 
Soviet policy. Therefore, it is 
reasonable to assume that when 
the opportunity offers, the Chi- 
nese Communist areas in China 
and Manchuria will in fact be 
used as bases for further pene- 
tration and infiltration in China, 
as Azerbaijan has been used in 
Iran. : 

The Ultimate Choice. 

The fact that Gen. Marshall has 
accomplished anything at all, in 
the tangle of partisan and person- 
al hatreds, regional interests and 
military rivalries which is the 
Chinese situation, is an extraordi- 
nary tribute to his personal pres- 
tige. 

By his prestige, as has been 
noted, he may well induce the two 
main Chinese parties to patch up 
some sort of understanding. He 
is not pessimistic, because he has 
established a warm and happy re- 
lation with the Generalissimo, and 
because the Chinese Communists 
have done their best to co-operate 
with him, He has reported to 
President Truman that the Chi- 
nese Communist leaders may, just 
conceivably, prove to be Chinese 
before they are Communists. He 
bases this opinion on their ap- 
parent freedom of action, very 
different from the constant refer- 
ences to Moscow required of Com- 
munists elsewhere. 

The one encouraging aspect of 
the situation is this extremely ten- 
tative view of Gen. Marshall’s, 
which would more accurately be 
called a hope. The course of 
events in Manchuria makes the 
hope look pretty slim, however. 
And if the hope proves to be delu- 
sive, Gen. Marshall's successor will 
have only two choices: He can 
recommend staying in China and 
giving open, intensive, practical 
support to the anti-Communist 
elements; or he can recommend 
pulling out and resigning Asia 
to the Soviet Union. Halfway 
measures will not work in this 
kind of situation.

T NOW appears that more Jews 
| survivea the Nazi scourge than 

was at first thought. A new 
type of Jewish refugees is begin- 
ning to turn up at transient camps 
here in increasing numbers, They 
come from Russia. 

These people are not natives of 
Russia. Most of them are Polish 
Jews who were left on the eastern 
side of the Soviet-German fron- 
tier, which was “stabilized” after 
Adolf Hitler’s conquest of Poland 
in 1939. Because most of them 
are from the so-called middle 
class, the Russians sent them to 
Siberia and Middle Asia on vari- 
ous work projects. After Ger- 
many attacked Russia in 1941, they 
were released and allowed to move 
westward again. ‘ 

The figure is frequently re- 
peated that of 3,000,000 Jews in 
Poland, only 80,000 are now alive. 
It is impossible to estimate accu- 
rately how many more may be 
coming out of Russia, but the 
guess among Jews themselves 
varies: between 150,000 and 175,000. 


If there are so many, they will 
tax to the limit the capacity of 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration to 
handle them. 


The newly announced recom- 
mendation of the British-Ameri- 
can Committee that Palestine ac- 
cept 100,000 Jews immediately had 
a curious effect in one of the 
main camps in Berlin. It all but 
halted temporarily the traffic on 
the “underground,” through which 
dozens of Jews disappear weekly 
to continue their trek toward the 
Holy Land. 

“Instead of risking an illegal 
journey they want to wait and see 
now if they will not be among 
these picked for the new qtotas 
for Palestine,” one UNRRA offi- 
cial said. He feared, however, that 
this might create a logjam in lim- 
ited accommodations of the camp 
because new refugees are arriv- 
ing constantly. Yesterday more 
than 60 came in from the East. 


The official said that the stan- 
dard of the refugees from Russian 
territory is better than that of 
those from Poland,

Mobile Police Power. 


First of all, of course, there is 
the use of naval power as mobile 
police power. The United States 
has many outlying bases, but there 
are large parts of the world in 
which our base facilities are lim- 
ited or non-existent. Moreover, it 
is not to be anticipated that we 
can scatter our land-based air- 
power around the world; much of 
it must, for purposes of training 
as well as security, be kept con- 
centrated in the North American 
continent and the islands immedi- 
ately adjacent thereto. The naval 
carrier task force provides an ad- 
mirable means of carrying out a 
distant police mission; it is, in 
essence, a mobile floating base for 
airpower, which can be sent wher- 
ever it is needed, or at least can 
bring its planes within striking 
distance of targets which cannot 
be as quickly reached by any 
other means as quickly and read- 
ily available, to us. It is far less 
expensive to- maintain two or 
three such task forces in each of 
our two oceans than it would be 
to maintain the necessary system 
of bases for land-based airpower 
to do the same job. Moreover, it 
is far less troublesome in the po- 
litical sense; as far as possible we 
should seek to dispense with the 
innumerable petty frictions of try- 
ing to keep up bases on foreign 
territory. 

Important To Strategy 

Aside from police operations, 
however, sea power is still of im- 
mense importance in our national 
strategy. The carrier task force 
is a first-rate weapon of war as 
well as of police; in a world in 
which direct naval opposition is 
unlikely, at least for a good many 
years to come, the seas offer tu

This is a proposition which the American citizen will do well to 


vast freedom of action and a 
vast area of security. If all the 
modern warships in the world, 
gave American and British, were 
gathered together under a single 
command, they would not be able 
to offer any g-.eat opposition to 
a single such American or Brit- 
ish task force. Outside the Ameri- 
can and British navies, there is 
not a modern aircraft carrier in 
the world, and there is only one 
reasonably modern battleship (the 
French Richelieu). 

Then there is amphibious power, 
a specialty of the United States 
Navy, which was applied with 
such vast success in the Pacific. 
As a police weapon it is of the 
greatest value, and as the spear- 
head to the strategic employment 
of land-based airpower or armies, 
it is always a vital factor in 
American strategy. The increased 
reach of our airpower, and its 
increased destructive ability due 
to the atomic bomb, has not taken 
|away the necessity for following 
up its efforts, for gaining new 
bases, for protecting our own out- 
lying bases against land attack. 
We are a long way, as yet, from 
the point where we can say that 
the man on the ground with 
weapons in his hand (of what- 
ever character) can be done away 
with as a decisive factor in war 
fare. 

Airborne Missiles, 


Airborne missiles, as Gen. Elsen. 
hower pointed out in a recent 
statement, “can be discharged 
from small, well concealed and 
widely dispersed installations,” 
whose effectiveness may continue 
“practically unimpaired” yntil they 
have been overrun by ground 
forces. To an American this 
means either that we can send 
our ground forces outward from 
our shores to do this job as they 
have done it before, or that if we 
have to fight at all we shall fight 
on our soil. In other words we 
must keep the command of the 
sea and the means of carrying out 
amphibious operations firmly in 
hand. 

Our hope, of course, is that we 
shall never have to fight another 
war. But that hope will surely 
be aided toward accomplishment 
by the realization on the part of 
others not only that we are too 
formidable to be attacked with 
any prospect of success, but that 
we possess the means of instant 
retaliation, and of a retaliation 
followed through with swift effec- 
tiveness to the point of decision. 
To this position of offensive readi- 
ness, on which our security is 
founded, seapower still makes a 
major contribution, giving mobil- 
ity to our weapons and denying to 
any contemplative foe the use of 
the seas either for military opera- 
tions or for contact with distant 
sources of supply.

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Czechoslovakia Recovering Fast 
While Undergoing Bloodless 


Social and Economic Revolution 


People Are Sure of Themselves, and There Is 
Work for All—Communist and Socialist 
Parties Are Co-operating in Setting Limit

PRAGUE. 


. : 
EFORE my departure for Europe I wrote a Nation article 
about Czechoslovakia in which I called it the republic of com- 
mon sense and expressed the conviction that it would make the 


most rapid strides toward economic and political recovery. At tha/ 
time I had at hand only President Benes'’s first address to Parlia- 
ment and the few stories that had been published in the press. 
But I had known Benes for many years and had observed him in 


many different situations. 


I saw him in New York early in the 


summer of 1939 after his country, like mine (Del Vayo was foreign 
minister of the Spanish Republic) had been sold out by the de- 
mocracies; I saw him again on his visit to New York when the war 
was turning definitively in favor of the Allies. 


A difficult heritage had fallen 
to him—it is not easy to be the 
successor of Thomas Masaryk, one 
of the greatest men the century 
has produced—but he carried that 
heritage faithfully and added to 
it the stamp of a remarkable 
personality. 

Benes has grown in the last 20 
years to become one of Europe’s 
ablest statesmen, that rare kind 
of leader who combines shrewd- 
ness with honesty, adaptability 
with loyalty to principles. He went 
through the hardest trial of his 
life, the tragedy of Munich, with- 
out once faltering. At the first 
vigorous reaction of the democra- 
cies after the French debacle, he 
knew that Czechoslovakia would 
rise again and that he must take 
the lead in the effort to repair 
the terrible damage which ap- 
peasement and stupidity had in- 
flicted on his country. In New 
York three years ago he was as 
confident of his country’s future 
as he is today in Prague. But I 
doubt whether even he expected 
such an extraordinarily rapid re- 
covery. 

The Czech Experiment. - 

People who travel through 
Europe today on business or in 
government service all come back 
to Paris enchanted by Belgium. 
I, too, went to Belgium before pro- 
ceeding to Prague. While the Bel- 
gian effort deserves the greatest 
praise, postwar recovery in Bel- 
gium and Czechoslovakia are two 
very different matters and only 
people without political insight 
can put them on the same level. 
What is taking place in Czecho- 
slovakia is not simply recovery; 
it is also one of the most valuable 
postwar experiments in social 
justice and economic democracy. 
I cannot remember another case 
where the social structure of a 
country that has gone through the 
disintegrating ordeal of Nazi oc- 
cupation has been so thoroughly 
transformed in so short a period, 
But of one things I am certain: 
Never has such a profound change 
been accomplished with less fric- 
tion and with such great popular 
support. 

From the moment the traveler 
crosses the Austrian-Czech fron- 
tier at Horni Dvoriste, the picture 
changes. His delight at seeing 
Kitzbuehel and Salzburg again 
has been tempered by the general 
impression of distress. According 
to the information I could gather 
as I crossed Austria, the food 
situation has deteriorated incred- 
ibly in the last three weeks, 

The first sight o Czechoslovakia 
brings a feeling of relief. Sud- 
denly everything seems to return 
to normal: the custums officials 
and police are dressed in good 
uniforms; coffee is brought to the 
train—coffee with sugar, in a Eu- 
rope where the lack of sugar de- 
iies even the audacious talents of 
the black marketeers. 

The renowned coffee houses of 
Prague offer the customer every- 
thing he may desire. Shops are 
well stocked; every week some 
new article in the store windows 
draws admiring glances from the 
strolling crowds. Here people 
walk for pleasure even late in 
the evening; Prague is a much 
better lighted city than Paris. 
The number of bookshops is un- 
believable; the Czechs, who always 
read a great deal, are reading 
more than ever before. British and 
French and Ewiss papers are 
snatched up quickly. Though 
theirs is a smal] country, the 
Czechs are convinced that they 
have an important role to play 
and they are eager to learn for 
themselves what is going on in 
the world. 


No Unemployment. 


Even more important than the 
material recovery is the moral one. 
There is no fear or uncertainty 
about the years ahead; almc:t 
everyone feels sure of his coun- 
try and of himself. Unemploy- 
ment is unheard of in Czechslo- 
vakia today; there is plenty of 
work for all, and work that will 
benefit not the trusts and the 
capitalists but the nation and the 
people as a whole. 

Liberation and recovery are not 
the words that one hears most fre- 
quently. The Czechs are talking 
about revolution. Astonishing to 
gay, L heard Catholic priests dis- 
cussing it with little sigr of re- 
=o or alarm. The Czech 

atholic press is in general sym- 
pathetic to the cause of the Span- 
ish Republic, and it was a Catho- 
lic priest, Halla, the Minister of 
Communications, who recently 
gaid to a member of the French 
mM. R. P., “Tell Bidault and Gay 
that French influence in Central 
Europe will be nullified as long 
as France does not take a strong 
position of friendship toward the 
U.S.S.R.” (His statement was 
quoted in the March issue of the 
French Catholic monthly Esprit.) 

Talks With Premier. 

Confidence in Czechoslovakia's 
ability not only to regain its pre- 
war standards but to surpass them 
was the common note of the two 
long talks I had with Prime Min- 
ister Fierlinger and Vice Premier 
Gottwald; who head the present 
government. I saw them both in 
their homes, without the formality 


of an official visit, and I had the 
feeling that in those intimate sur- 
roundings they were very much 
at their ease in answering all my 
questions. 

Each of the men is quite im- 
pressive in his own way. Fier- 
linger, a member of the Social 
Democratic party, seems almost to 
have been born to head a coali- 
tion government. He can be both 
conciliatory and firm; he gets 
along with parties and men, but 
he knows also where he is going. 
His entire policy is guided' by two 
main purposes: To assure the con- 
tinued participation in the govern- 
ment of the four parties which 
now compose it, and to retain the 
support of the trade unions. 

The day I visited him he had 
spent the morning at the first na- 
tional congress of the Revolucni 
Odborove Hnuti (R.O.H.), or Rev- 
olutionary Trade Union Movement. 
Hé explained to me how, since its

war, the R.O.H, has been directly 
associated with the cabinet in all 
matters concerning labor: “You 
saw Foreign Minister Masaryk and 
me at the congress this morning.

Elections This Month. 


The next elections, on Sunday, 
May 26, will decide whether Fier- 
linger will continue as premier or 
be replaced by Dr. Zenkl, pres- 
ent lord mayor of Prague and a 
member of the National Socialist 
party, to which Benes once be- 
longed. (Even if the Communists 
should get the largest vote, it is 
rather unlikely that there would 
be a Communist premier.) The 
real contest will be between the 
Communists and the National So- 
cialists, with the Social’ Demo- 
crats probably running third. 
The Communists are convinced 
that they will poll the biggest 
vote; right. now, after talking to 
many different people, I think the 
chances of the Communists and 
the National Socialists are prac- 
tically even. But of course the 
picture may change in the three 
weeks that remain, Dr. Zenk! has 
a reputation as a good adminis- 
trator, but it would be a pity 
to see Fierlinger leave the pre- 
miership just when he is in the 
middle of a successful job. 

Klement Gottwald has been 
chairman of the Communist party 
since 1927, and when I was in 
Moscow in 1935 held the post im- 
mediately under Dmitrov in the 
Comintern.

As he spoke, I was thinking of 
a remark a member of an Allied 
mission had heard the day before 
from a Sudeten about to be de- 
ported: “The day we have enough 
V-2 robot planes, we will come 
back. With other surprises too. 
And we will put these Czech swine 
in. their place again.” Or this 
even more illuminating comment 
of a repentant Sudeten Nazi: “Das 
Vierte Reich ist schlechter als das 
Dritte, aber das Fuenfte Reich 
wird besser sein”—‘“the Fourth 
Reich is worse than the Third, 
but the Fifth Reich will be bet- 
ter.” 

Gottwald told me much more 
than is commonly known about 
the nationalization program, a 
large part of which has already 
been accomplished. Coal mines, 
all sources of electric energy, the 
banks, a large proportion of the 
metal factories, certain groups of 
food industries, and the movies 
have already been nationalized; he 
cited a series of figures which in- 
dicate how well they are doing un- 
der state ownership. He said that 
now the nationalization period can 
be considered as finished; all oth- 
er privately owned enterprises will 
be able to continue working with- 
out fear of being taken over by 
the state. 


salt mines. . 

It is no accident that capitalism 
has flourished in America. Amer- 
icans have always demanded free- 
dom. And freedom and progress- 
ive capitalism are synonymous. 
The new capitalism, I repeat, 
recognizes the supremacy of the 
individual. But it must also rec- 
ognize that our modern mass pro- 
duction society has caused indi- 
viduals to band together in eco- 
nomic groups for their material 
and mental well-being. Today, in- 
dividuals belong to the union, the 
corporation, the farm organization, 
the cooperative, the trade asso- 
ciation, the professional society. 
Americans have transferred cer- 
tain of their freedoms to these 
voluntary associations so that they 
can act and work more effectively 
in our modern mass production 
society. This development of 
group association has been evo- 
lutionary as America grew. Group 
action is an economic fact which 
our hew capitalism must recog- 
nize. 

Pressure Groups. 

These modern economic aggre- 
gations are sometimes called 
“pressure groups.” And that’s 
what they are. They are here and 
they are going to stay. What's 
more they are part of our kind 
of living. In truth, group action 
is America’s democratic answer 
to modern industrial society. 

We must learn to understand 
that these voluntary but powerful 
associations are the core of 
America’s new capitalism. But we 
can’t afford to let them run hog 
wild. Unless they are regulated 
they become more powerful than 
the state itself. Unless they are 
regulated our new capitalism can- 
not prosper. 

They need to be regulated. And 
by regulation I mean the setting 
up of fair rules of the game. You 
can’t regulate one group today 
and not another. 

You can’t insist that one group 
be governed by democratic prin- 
ciples and not the others. You 
can’t demand that one group be 
responsible and not the others. 
We used to talk about the evils 
of special privilege for the indi- 
vidual. Now, it is just as im- 
portant that no one group should 
enjoy special privilege. 

And our new capitalism calls 
for another basic ingredient— 
equal opportunity for all. But 
there can be no equal opportunity 
without fair competition. The old 
capitalism was monopolistic; it 
stifled competition and thereby 
throttled opportunity for the little 
fellow. : 

The new capitalism must en- 
courage competition and thereby 
open up opportunity. 

Competition, as I mean it, is 
more than competition between 
two gas stations on the same 
street. It is.competition which 
provides opportunity for ideas, 
for leadership, for thinking. It is 
competition which sets inventive 
minds to work; it is competition 
which puts one community on its 
mettle to outdo its rival in muni- 
cipal improvements. It is compe- 
tition which holds prices’ at rea- 
sonable levels. It is competition 
which makes for better living. 

Then how do we go about build-

Missouri Basin Land Program

“To carry out the program and 
meet the needs listed above,” the 
report continued, “it is recognized 
that primary emphasis will be 
placed in areas designated for im- 
mediate construction, and that a 
speeding up of the activities of 
the department is called for to 
keep abreast of this construction 
at all times. However, the De- 


' »| partment of Agriculture also has 


the responsibility for aiding the 
agricultural economy of the entire 
basin for the greatest good of 
the nation and must at all times 
keep this overall objective in 
mind.” : 

The Missouri basin, from the 
mountains of western Montana to 
the confluence with «the Missis- 
sippi above St. Louis, covers 544,- 
662 square miles—an area large 
enough to absorb St. Louis and 
St. Louis county together almost 
1000 times. This drainage area, 
covering about one-fifth of the 
nation, takes in parts or all of 
10 states. It includes broad ex- 
panses of the great northern 
plains, and produces 43 per cent 
of the nation’s wheat. 


Figures on Irrigation. 


With that background, the fig- 
ures in the report on irrigation 
are rather surprising. This basin 
now has only 4,500,000 acres of 
irrigated land and the report said 
Pick-Sloan contemplated additior 
of about 5,000,000 acres for irri- 
gation. Thus the total eventual 
irrigated area would be only 
14,840 square miles, or equivalent 
to about a fifth of the area of the 
state of Missouri. 

The report spoke of the pro- 
posed addition of irrigated terri- 
tory as 50,000 farms. That would 
be an average of 100 acres per 
farm, which would be in line with 
the idea of “family-size” tracts, as 
opposed to that of extensive 
ranches under corporate or other 
non-resident ownership. 

A big step the Agriculture De- 
partment has made is the foster- 
ing, through its Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, of soil conservation 
districts. In the last nine years 
these have been organized by 
farmers and ranchers in the basin 
at a rapid rate and they all have 
requested assistance from this 
federal service. Technical as- 
sistance of a practical character 
and a limited amount of equip- 
ment and materials for soil and 
water conservation are furnished. 

As of last April 1, there were 
290 of these districts in the Mis- 
souri basin, the report related. 
They cover 124,579,000 acres—36 
per cent of the basin’s area. They 
are scattered throughout all the 
states of the valley, being espe- 
cially thick in Kansas, eastern Ne- 
braska and northeastern Montana. 
Illustrative of the rate of accep- 
tance of this idea by the men on 
the soil is the fact that 31 of 
these districts, covering more than 
7,400,000 acres, were added in the 
first quarter of 1946. 

About 40 per cent of the present 
irrigated lands in the basin is in 
soil conservation districts. The 
report said the demand for assist- 
ance on such land was rapidly be- 
coming as extensive as that for 
dry-land farming. 

A land utilization program, for 
acquisition, development and man- 
agement of lands primarily gub- 
marginal or not suitable for culti- 
vation, also is administered by the 
Soil Conservation Service. There 
are 17 such projects in the basin, 
chiefly in the northwestern quad- 
rant, covering about 32,800 square 
miles, or the equivalent of almost 
half of the state of Missouri. 

For some time critics of the 
Pick-Sloan plan, including some 
who were not necessarily support- 
ing MVA, have complained that 
not enough was being done to con- 
serve soil and control runoff of 
water at the place where much of 
the trouble starts—the upper ends 
of the valleys in the basin. They 
have argued that an intensive ef- 
fort should be made to hold the 
soil in the fields, where it would 
do some good, instead of letting it 
wash into the main stem and jus- 
tify the Missouri's old nickname of 
“Big Muddy”; that the control of 
runoff should extend through the 
fields to the very creek heads, 
with resultant reduction in the vol- 
ume of flood water. 


Soil Conservation Service. 


The departmental report recog- 
nizes the responsibility, saying: 

“The Flood Control Act of 1936, 
as amended and suplemented, in- 
cluding the Flood Control Act 
(Pick-Sloan) of 1944, provides 
that ‘federal investigations of wa- 
tersheds and measures for runoff 
and waterflow retardation and soil 
erosion prevention on watersheds 
shall be under the jurisdiction of 
and shall be prosecuted by the 
Department of Agriculture under 
the direction of the Secretary of 
Agriculture.’ This responsibility 
has been delegated to the Soil Gon- 


servation Service and to the Forest 
Service. 

“The procedure followed is sim- 
ilar to that for the (Army) Corps 
of Engineers. First the making 
of preliminary examinations and 
surveys on specific watersheds is 
authorized by the Congress. Prac- 
tically all of the watershed of the 
Missouri river and its tributaries 
have thus been authorized for in- 
vestigation. Second, a preliminary 
examination is made to determine 
whether or not the benefits ap- 
pear sufficiently promising to 
warrant the time and expense of 
making a detailed field survey. 
Third, where preliminary exami- 
nation reports are favorable, a de- 
tailed survey report is made. 

Congressional Authorization. 

“After appropriate departmental 
and other executive approvals, 
survey reports are transmitted to 
the Congress for consideration and 
—if a watershed treatment. pro- 
gram is recommended—for ap- 
proval and authorization. Follow- 
ing congressional authorization, 
the department may proceed to 
install the measures recommend- 
ed in the survey report, provided 
funds therefor are available, in 
accerdance with such limitations 
as the Congress may have placed 
thereon.” 

Under the foregoing complicated 
procedure, the statement listed 
one project on which a favorable 
survey report has been approved 
and operations authorized. This 
is the Little Sioux watershed in 
western Iowa. It was noted that 
Congress was given an unfavor- 
able survey report on a special 
drainage project at Billings, 
Mont. 

Sixteen undertakings on 
which favorable preliminary ex- 
aminations were made were listed 
in the report. These include such 
watersheds as the Big Horn and 
Yellowstone in the far western 
part, various large creeks, such 
streams in the central portion of 
the basin as the Republican and 
Smoky Hill, and, in Missouri, the 
Osage and the Chariton. It was 
stated that unfavorable prelimi- 
nary examinations resulted as to 
six other minor watersheds, in- 
cluding the Weldon in Missouri 
and lowa. 

“The program,” the report con- 
tinued, “is based on the principle 
that each acre of land should be 
treated in accordance with its 
needs and capabilities. To achieve 
this, it is Service policy to make 
an inventory of the physical land 
conditions as a basis for recom- 
mending treatments in conserva- 
tion plans.” 

Such surveys were completed 
as to 21,766,786 acres—equivalent 
of nearly half the area of Mis- 
souri—up to last Jan. 1, and it 
was estimated that 3,530,500 more 
acres would be surveyed by June 
30, 1947, 

“Principally in co-operation 
with soil conservation districts,” 
said the report, “31,634 farmens 
and ranchers have been helped 
to develop and establish com- 
plete conservation plans embrac- 
ing 16,065,977 acres. These con- 
servation plans include treat- 
ments for virtually every condl- 
tion in the basin, Examples of 
these treatments are: Adjust- 
ments in land and water use; 
control of wind and water ero- 
sion; development of livestock 
water facilities; development 
and improvement of irrigation 
land; land drainage, and estab- 
lishment of conservation meas- 
ures, practices and facilities in 
aid of flood control and for the 
reduction of siltation of land, 
streams and reservoirs. 

Basic Principle. 

“The using of land and related 
water resources in accordance 
with their capabilities, and the 
treatment of land in accordance 
with its needs, constitute the 
basic principle of the Soil Con- 
servation Service’s work. 

“A comprehensive study has 
been made by the Soil Oonserva- 
tion Service and estimates pre- 
pared for the conservation treat- 
ment which should be applied in 
that portion of the Missouri river 
basin in the northern great plains 
region. These estimates are com- 
piled by ‘basic land resources 
areas’ and include the various 
kinds of treatment considered 
necessary, together with the re- 
sources required to apply them in 
order to obtain an adequate pro- 
gram of soil and water conserva- 
tion and proper land use. 

“The various basic land _re- 
source areas or portions thereof 
have been given a priority rating 
based upon the intensity of need 
for conservation treatment. With 
this information as a basis, crit- 
ical areas from the standpoint of 
needed conservation treatment 
can be located and given the as- 
Sistance needed.” 

As to the Forest Service, the 
report said that the values of for- 
est growth in sheltering crops and 
homes against wind and in soil 
stabilization

tions for the express purpose of 
securing its maximum protection 
and usefulness.” 

In a chapter on the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration, the report told 
what the agency’s function is in 
the changing scene in the basin. 


Young Farm Families. 


“Because of the (Pick-Sloan) 
development,” it said, “a large 
number of additional farm units 
will be available for the settle- 
ment of farm families. An oppor- 
tunity will be provided for young 
farm families, returned war work- 
ers and veterans to. establish 
themselves on family-type farms. 
In the readjustment of farm fami- 
lies to fit a changed agricultural 
and social economy, many farm 
families should be given the op- 
portunity to purchase a family- 
type farm. 

“In the entire development it is 
estimated provision will be made 
for the settlement of an additional 
25,000 farm families not now living 
in the area. If the development of 
this area is to be successful, spec- 
ulation must be avoided and the 
redistribution of the land con- 
trolled under appropriate policies.” 

Relocation is expected to be 
needed for 2000 farm families “lo- 
cated back of the dams” because 
of construction to be started in the 
1946-1947 fiscal year, the report 
related. It added the following es- 
timates: Half of these families will 
be tenants, half owners; about 30 
per cent in each class will drop 
out of farming; of the 1400 fam- 
ilies remaining, at least 250 will 
need financial aid, with probable 
minimum average of $300; at least 
30 per cent of the families in the 
owner class will need help in regs 
locating as owners. 

Farm families in similar situa- 
tion in the 1947-48 fiscal year, 
when construction of nine more 
dams is expected to start, are esti- 
mated to number 4500, and for the 
1948-49 fiscal year, when the last 
of the dams are slated to get un- 
der way, the estimated number is 
400Q Needs in these two years, it 
was assumed, will be proportion- 
ate to those for the coming year. 

“We have made no estimates of 
further assistance needed when 
irrigation is available,” the report 
continued, “as we understand that 
no irrigation will be possible in 
less than six years from the time 
construction is started.”

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Bill McGovern, Sometimes Called the 'Sensible Wild 
Man,’ Is Out of Navy and Busy Teaching Young Men 
His Views on How to Govern Occupied Countries 


CHICAGO, May 4. 
HEN Bill McGovern, who 
is one of the country’s 
most capable, if most un- 
orthodox professors, wears yel- 
low shoes with his white tie 
and tails it isn’t because he 
doesn’t know better or because 
he is absent-minded. It is 
merely a gesture of contempt 
for convention and an expres- 
sion of his own individuality. 

In his early days at North- 
western University. he often 
frightened Chicagoans with-his 
odd garb, including a Persian 
shepherd's coat and a peaked 
Astrakhan hat. He thought 
nothing of attending formal 
teas in a frock coat and striped 
trousers, set off with a blue 
shirt: and the same yellow 
shoes, 

His teaching methods may be 
unorthodox, but it is generally 
agreed that they are sound and 
that they are based on a thor- 
ough knowledge of the subject. 
Now back on the job at North- 
western, both his unorthodoxy 
and his basic knowledge are be- 
ing utilized to teach some 5000 
ex-G.l.s and officers how occu- 
pied countries should be gov- 
erned. 

In this, as in all subjects, 
McGovern, sometimes called 
the “sensible wild man,” be- 
lieves there is more to learning 
than can be found in text-books

in offering anything positive to 
the Germans,” he says, “They 
read a directive, and then they 
simply try to carry it out, be- 
ing careful not to stick their 
necks out.

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Songs of the Birds 
As Darkness Gathers

W: HAD dinner the other evening with Bert Harwell, 


representative of the National Audubon Society, wildlife 

, Photographer and interpreter extraordinary of the sym- 

phony of the song birds. You speak to him about the birds— 

’ it may be the big owls or 

the sparrows, the Bob White 

or the blue-jay, the wrens 

or the robins. Before you 

know it, Bert has started to 

talk about them in terms of 

music and the room is filled 

with song, or with the boom- 

ing of the big owls that hunt 

the deep woods after dark. 

This ability not only to learn 

and identify, but to imitate 

to perfection, the songs and 

calis of many birds is a rare 

as everyone will agree 

who heard Harwell’s talk at 

the Bird Club on that par- 

ticular night. And a few 

evenings later, sitting out on 

our terrace—with a small 

white-eyed vireo literally 

bouncing about in a haw- 

thorn tree not 10 feet away 

‘and bursting with curiosity and an excited exposition of his- 

entire repertory—we decided that at least a fair knowledge of 

their songs is vital to a full enjoyment of the birds, In this 

particular case it was easy to see the singer plainly—the white 

throat and yellow breast, white wing-bars and edging on the 

tail feathers, grayish-green back and the eye-ring which dis- 

tinguishes him most certainly from the other vireos. We could 

even watch him search along a branch, excitedly discover a 

green measuring-worm and clutch it securely to the limb as 

he devoured it. But he had only to move on to the next tree 

tm order to be completely hidden. Only his innate friendliness 

and curiosity, which we've experienced on many other occa- 

sions, kept him there in plain sight. Meanwhile the surround- 

ing woodland, which is already in full leaf, sent forth the sun- 

set music of many other birds which we could only hope to 
identify by knowing the symphonic score.

Moderate Drinking, Says Writer, May Be Beneficial

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The kidneys of heavy drink- 
ers are usually in excellent 
shape. Neither is there much 
evidence of arterial degenera- 
tion. In fact, the arteries and 
blood vessels of drinkers are 
more often in better shape 
than those of nondrinkers of 
the same age and general life 
habit. 

In one set of nearly 50 cases 
of actur’ nephritis, only five 
gave a history of the excessive 
use of alcohol, Workers at the 
Mayo Clinic went even further. 
After exhaustive investigation, 
they became convinced that 
there was no evidence that al- 
cohol caused that old temper- 
ance lecturer’s standby, cir- 
rhosis of the liver. 


In this disease, the liver 


" WE ust OF Al 
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hardens, gets leatherlike, and 
its functions are impaired. Ex- 
perimental work has indicated 
that, if a man regularly drinks 
a quart of Hquor a day—<cer- 
tainly not moderation—he de- 
velops a fatty or fatted liver. 
But a fatty liver is not ordi- 
narily harmful. Moreover, an 
increased carbohydrate intake 
—more pretzels with the beer, 
more sandwiches with the 
cocktails—would go far to pre- 
vent even that development, 
For the fat content of the liver 
can be reduced by eating a diet 
high in starch and sugar. 

An analysis of 4000 autop- 
sies at the Philadelphia Gen- 
eral Hospital pointed up that 
alcohol could not be regarded 
as a factor in cirrhosis of the 
liver, These physicians then 
suggested the abandonment of 
the term “alcoholic cirrhosis.” 
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As to chronic gastritis: Two 
other physicians reported 
studying a hundred men who 
had consumed nearly three 
pints of alcoholic liquor daily 
for 20 years. They found the 
stomachs perfectly normal in 
more than half of their sub- 
jects. Had they been food glut- 
tons, or aspirin addicts, scarce- 
ly one of them would have had 
a normal stomach. 

The gastric diseases observed 
in the remaining 45 men were 
superficial and bothered them 
little, They were no more sig- 
nificamt than in the normal 
run of men. There was no cor- 
relation whatever between the 

duration of alcoholism, the 
quantity of alcohol consumed, 
the abuse of nicotine, dental 
infections, or vitamin deficien- 
cies, and the severity of the 
gastritis! 
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Now it is difficult to see h 
the stomach can withstand 
saults of from four te five pints 
of 20 to 90 per cent ethyl alco- 
hol a day, for some 20 to 40 
years, without ripping into tat- 
ters or starting a slow leak, but 
it can. When you remember 
the enormous quantities of soft- 
drink, highly indigestible candy 
bars, hot dogs, rancid coffee 
and other inedible concoctions 
with which Americans habitu- 
ally insult their stomachs, this 
is not so difficult to understand.

physiology than grain alcohol, 
when abused, but many also 
consume these poisons to ex- 
cess and with perfect impunity. 

The high mortality of alco- 
holics from pneumonia seems 
fairly well established. But a 
self-confessed heavy drinker 
who is not an alcoholic, like 
Winston Churchill, could throw 
off two attacks of pneumonia in 
close succession when about 70, 
and in a way many a younger 
and —— — —— envy. 


On the contrary there is evi- 
dence that drinking alcoholic 
liquors tends to ameliorate 
rather than to cause arterioscle- 
rosis, or hardening of the ar- 
teries. Hence moderate drink- 
ing is almost certainly benefi- 
cial for victims of high blood 
pressure in any form. 

It is true that actual alco- 
holics often neglect to eat and 
go to the point where their ab- 
sorption of vitamins is impaired 
and a kind of incipient pellagra 
sets in, but that is true in the 
main of psychotics who are al- 
most constantly debauched. 

On the other hand, there is 
scientific evidence to show 
that drinking alcoholic liquor 
mobilizes the vitamin A we- 
have in our bodies, puts it 
into the blood stream, and 
enables it to work for us. The 
usual evening of social drink- 
ing, where nobody gets drunk, 
will demonstrably produce this 
effect. It also demonstrably 
helps human vision by night. 
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As to length of life, the late 
Dr. Raymond Pearl found that, 
while excessive drinkers went 
to their graves slightly sooner 
(a couple of years perhaps) 
than did abstainers, moderate 
drinkers lived longer on the 
average than abstainers. How- 
ever, tobacco definitély im- 
paired life duration even when 
used moderately. Heavy smok- 
ers had a poorer chance to live 
long than did heavy drinkers, 

It is quite impossible to run 
a fully controlled experiment 
on the effects of alcohol upon 
human beings. However, such 
scientific evidence as has accu- 
mulated indicates that the 
moderate use of alcoholic li- 
quors is probably more bene- 
ficial than harmful. Excessive 
use is undoubtedly harmful, but 
that can be said of the exces- 
sive use of any food or beverage 
whatever, and is meaningless.

O crime doesn’t pay, eh? Ask 

Hans van Meegeren, the Dutch 

artist scheduled to go on trial 
at Amsterdam this month on a 
dozen or more forgery charges. 
Van Meegeren confidently looks 
forward to what would be a har- 
rowing ordeal in any other man’s 
life. He is going to enjoy every 
minute of it. Let the State throw 
the book at him. Let the jury 
bring a verdict of guilty. Let the 
judge give him the business. 

A $2,000,000 fine? Two years in 
jail? Well, what of it? As.long 
as it isn’t the neck—and who 
would condemn an art forger to 
death? ‘Vark Meegeren’s crime 
will have paid ample dividends. 

No judge or jury can ever take 
away from him what he sought 
and found when he turned forger: 
immortal fame. And even if they 
take every cent he now owns, 
van Meegeren knows that for- 
tune now is at his beck and call. 
No longer will he need to fabri- 
cate old masters. His own signa- 
ture, on every one of his future 
paintings, will be worth at least 
a hundred thousand dollars, 


Hans van Meegeren has 
achieved what every fledgling 
artist, every struggling genius 
would give his life blood to do: 
he has thoroughly put the critics 
to shame. The whole benighted 
bunch of them. He has made a 
fool of every high-and-mighty art 
expert who ever dared to turn up 
his nose at van Meegeran, per- 
haps the greatest painter now 
alive.

away with a Frankenstein, King- 
Kong, or Superman, but you can 
hardly expect to put over a yarn 
of an obscure painter passing off 
home-made “old masters” on 
some of the world’s greatest mu- 
seums at half a million dollars 
apiece. 
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ACK in the early ‘twenties, 
Hans, who is now 657, was 
struggling hard for recogni- 
tion. He had some success, ex- 
hibited a good deal, sold here and 
there. But he was always at dag- 
gers drawn with the critics. They 
found fault with his colors, de- 
precated his technique and fre- 
quently summed him up as N.G. 
Van Meegeren, slight of build, 
high-strung and temperamental, 
eouldn’t take it.. By 1928 he was 
thoroughly fed up. He disappeared 
from his studie at The Hague. 
Neither his family nor his friends 
had an inkling of his whereabouts 
and movements. His work also 
disappeared from the Dutch art 
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trade. Nobody seemed to miss 
him. 

He went first to Paris, the 
Mecca of frustrated artists, and 
later to Nice, where he made 
modest living mainly by doing 
portraits for American tourists. 
He also went on drawing land- 
scapes, interiors, still lifes as he 
had done at home. He made no 
further bid for fame but seemed 
to content himself with the life 
of a moderately successful third- 
rate painter. 

Behind this peaceful facade, 
however, he was brooding on re- 
venge. His mind was set on only 
one thing—to get even with the 
experts who had slighted him. If 
he could put over some grandiose 
hoax orn his enemies, all the world 
would laugh at their expense, and 
he, van Meegeren, would reap 
fame, riches, and sweet revenge. 


In 1937, the world of art was 
thrilled by the news that a hith- 
erto unknown canvas by the Dutch 
master Jan Vermeer (1632-1675) 
had been discovered in Paris. 
Critics were unanimous in their 
praise of the painting which was 
entitled “Christ and the Disciples 
at Emmaus.” Some hailed it as 
a greater work of art than any 
of the master’s previously known 
37 pictures. The canvas was 
bought by the Boymans Museum 
in Rotterdam for half a million 
guilders, the lion’s share of which 
went to the discoverer, a little- 
known painter named Hans van 
Meegeren, 

Several years later, during the 
German occupation of Holland, 
van Meergeren came up with two 
long-lost Vermeer originals, “The 
Adultress,” and “The Washing of 
the Feet,” which he claimed he 
had found in Italy. The latter 
painting sold in Amsterdam for 
$567,000 and later found its way 
into the private collection of Her- 
mann Goering with a price tag 
of a million dollars. 


Subsequently, four more Ver- 
meers were discovered by the in- 


credible van Meegeren, along with 
two paintings by Pieter de Hooch 
(1629-1683) and two or three by 
Frans Hals (1580-1666). All to- 
gether they netted their discov- 
erer the tidy sum of $3,000,000, 

For a few years, van Meergeren 
rode the crest of fame and for- 
tune. He acquired some fifty 
houses and* other real estate, in- 
cluding several night clubs in Hol- 
land’s principal cities. He him- 
self moved into an old patrician 
house on one of Amsterdam’s 
famous canals, using the sumptu- 
ous marble hall as a bicycle race 
track. ' 
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STORY told by a man who 
knows van Meegeren well il- 
lustrates the painter’s eccen- 

tric behavior during that period. 
In March 1945, a musician. by the 
name of Speenhoff was killed in 
an RAF raid on The Hague. Speen- 
hoff owned a valuable guitar 
which van Meegeren acquired, A 
few days later, at Speenhoff’s fu- 
neral, the painter turned up, the 
guitar slung around his shoulder. 
When the assembled mourners 
asked him why he had brought 
the instrument along, he replied, 
“Oh, I thought I’d play a ligtle in 
case the funeral became too much 
of a bore.” 


When Holland, a few weeks 
later, was liberated, van Meeger- 
en’s numerous enemies swamped 
the returning authorities with. de- 
nunciations, 
having collaborated with the Nazis 
and of having dedicated some of 
his work to Hitler. As has been 
learned since, there was little 
truth in those charges, but his 
prodigal way of life, at a time 
when the country as a whole was 
suffering great hardship, had cre- 
ated widespread resentment. 

He was arrested and jailed, and 
a thorough investigation of his 
affairs was ordered. It was then 
that the amazing truth came to 
light. 

There had been, for some time, 
rumors of false Vermeers and 


He was accused of’

van Meegeren’s name had been 
mentioned in connection with 
them. When, after the end of 
hostilities, Holland’s art treasurers 
were retrieved from their hiding 
place in the air-conditioned caves 
in St. Pieter’s Mountain. near 
Maastricht, the curator of a Rot- 
terdam museum decided to have 
a good look at the returning Ver- 
meers, including “Christ and the 
Disciples of Emmaus.” 


The paintings were subjected to 
X-ray examinations, minute chem- 
ical tests, and photography with 
infra-red rays. The results were 
negative. By the most exacting 
tests of criminal science, they 
were genuine old masters, 


Nevertheless, the cross-exami- 
nation of van Meegeren continued 
and one day last July the painter 
blurted out the astounding con- 
fession that he had fabricated sev- 
en Vermeers, as well as the pic- 
tures attributed to Pieter de 
Hooch and Frans Hals, which he 
previously had claimed to have 
discovered. 


The art experts attending the 
investigation laughed at the little, 
gray-haired man. If the pictures 
really were forgeries, they con- 
tended, surely this piker could not 
have produced them himself. Then 
Hans had the greatest triumph of 
his turbulent career. He called 
for brushes, paints and canvas 
and defiantly set out to paint a 
new “Vermeer” right where he 
was—in jail. 

It was a unique experiment in 
the annals of criminology, and 
the results were startling. There, 
in his cell at the Amsterdam 
Prison, van Meegeren, under 
heavy guard, calmly set about 
producing the “genuine thing” 
right under the noses of the 
dumbfounded art experts. 

In the words of a Dutch writer, 
“Working with the consummate 
skill of a master, a painting in 
the very spirit of the famous 17th 
century artist slowly began to 
materialize, a representation of 
Christ and his pupils in the 
temple. The same beauty of tone 
and perfect‘ harmony are con- 
spicuous, together with the deli- 
cate and subtle lemon yellow and

A tall, good-looking man with 
handle-bar mustache and a lot of 
sandy-gray hair, Rudofsky tweed 
suits have a cut reminiscent of 
the ‘twenties—and his pants are 
always baggy. 

His sandals are a boon to the 
little woman who make a special- 
ity of putting both feet in her 
mouth every time she opens it.

Unquestion- 
ably a great painter in his own 
right, van Meegeren for years had 
carefully studied the paint formu- 
las of the old masters. He had 
ordered real lapis lazuli for his 
blues, made his own white lead 
and used cochineal and other 
costly pigments in the preparation 
of his reds. Some of his paints 
he feet in London ata cost 
of $2000 per tube. As a finishing 
touch, he used a special varnish 
resembling the varnishes of the 
17th century. He even produced 
tiny fissures and cracks, signs of 
a pseudo-antiquity, by subjecting 
the finished picture to a special 
baking process. 
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PON completion of his latest 

masterpiece—no quotes, please 

—van Meegeren was released 
from custody because the political 
charge proffered against him had 
to be withdrawn, But he is under 
indictment for forgery and a 
bankruptcy petition for 5,000,000 
guilders has been filed against 
him. Recently he announced his 
willingness to buy every one of 
his paintings back at the price 
paid for them when they were 
“Vermeers,” saying that he had 
offers from the United States 
amounting to several times the 
original price. 


In an interview with the Dutch 
press, following his release from 
jail, van Meegeren thus sufhnmed 
up the motives that had prompted 
him to become the greatest art 
forger of modern times: 

“Holland possesses-many art ex- 
perts who are well versed in their 
subject; they are in fact infallible. 
When an expert declares that a 
certain canvas has been painted 
by a certain master, then the 
painting is indeed genuine and 
fetches large sums of money, es- 
pecially if it happens to be signed 
by the master himself. 


“Thus the genuineness of the 
painting and its value lie com- 
pletely in the hands of those ex- 
perts. . . . I do not believe in the 
infallibility of those experts, those 
kings of the art trade who had 
classed my signed works as third 
rate. So I decided to test this 
vaunted infallibility. .. .” 


Asked why he had signed his 
pictures “Vermeer,” van Meegeren 
exclaimed: “Shakespeare says 
‘What's in a name,’ but the world 
today believés that the name is 
everything. Because I wanted at- 
tention drawn to my paintings, I 
signed them ‘Vermeer.’ This was 
the only way in which I eould 
draw the attention of the art ex- 
perts who otherwise would have 
disregarded my work.”

S spring progresses, the urge 
to give parties seems to be- 
ome greater and greater. A 
rush of teas or cocktail parties 
usually’ keeps pace with the new

needed. 


Here are a few suggestions that 
we have culled from our files: 

Cut squares of sweet pickle and 
squares of cheddar cheese and 
string them .on toothpicks. 

Wrap small wedges of canned 
pineapple in bacon and broil 
quickly. (If you can find the 
bacon and the pineapple!) 

Serve bits of broiled chicken 
livers on toothpicks. 

Mash tuna fish fine, season it 
well with horseradish and a 
shake of tobasco sauce and spread 
it on rounds of toast. 

Fill tiny patty shells with hot, 
eurried crab or lobster.

HAVE A BIG compartment dish 
of all sorts of raW vegetables 
erisped beforehand in salted iced 
water—carrot and cucumber strips, 
cauliflower flowerets, radish roses, 
broccoli buds, artichoke hearts

Hollywood news, news of St. Louis and of the world 

generally, news that won’t come too close to such matters as the 

atomic bomb, the deliberations of 
UN, etc., but will try to concentrate 
on the daily everyday happenings of 
all you folks, with, to wash things 
down, the soft soothing music, in 
styles as you like them, of such art- 
ists as David Rose, Al Goodman, Car- 
men Cavallaro... .”

“Nice voice, seems like nice guy, nice program’s he’s got 
there,” said a couple of feminine listeners, acting as guinea pigs, 
in another room at the station during a practice run-through 
ever the mike, “Who is this guy Gibbs?”

GIBBS IS ONE OF those guys who, by many of the odds of 
warfare and of the perilous branch of the armed forces—the 
Marine Corps—in which he served, should not have come back, 
. but did, 

Pushing six-feet-four in height, scaling just under 200 pounds 
in weight, he was one of the first in that kept-bugy bumper crop 
of “expendable lieutenants” who was turned out of Officers’ 
Candidate School in 1941, “from origins among the none-too- 
‘umble PFCs, like buttons out of a factory.” To show you how 
bumper that crop had to be, “When I went into the Marines, 
personnel of the corps was about 40,000. When I came out, it 
had mushroomed to about 450,000.” Harry, bearing his noticeably 
large personal latitudes and longitudes with as much savoir faire 
as possible under the circumstances, went in with his men at 
Guadalcanal, where he “vacationed” and “tried to whistle” among 
the bullets for six and a half months; was at murderous Munda 
for a month; was at Ondonga, “where nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing, except the heat, happened,” for three more months, and 
passed through a variety of other South Seas spots that don’t 
sound like any of Cook’s tours. He must have, in addition to 
being scientific at minimizing the huge target he presented to 
the enemy, a side of his experience he emphasizes, have been 
more-than-usually earnest in pursuing his combat chores and 
obligations, a side he has a strong tendency to de-emphasize.

ined what combat would be like, before you experienced it; but 
when you were having it, it was like nothing you had imagined. 
It was, well, different. In self defense perhaps, you decided the 
things that were happening to you were fantastic, unreal.” Harry, 
. coming back, like all the other fellows coming back, had tried to 
imagine how things at home would be. There had been that 
feeling, “you know?,” at the pit of the nervous system's stomach. 
You thought of the things you’d done before the Marine Corps, 
the things you wanted to do—some of those things seen clearly, 
some still clothed in a necessary vagueness. Harry had been an

Leen stated that there are two 
kinds of pronunciations—the regu- 
lar, and the correct. He said if 
broadcasters pronounced all words 
correctly, many listeners. would 
consider them affected. He gave 
as an example the word suave, 
and asked Blank to pronounce it. 
Of course, Blank said “swahv.” 


“Well,” said the broadcaster, 
“the correct pronunciation is 
‘swayv’ (to rhyme with wave), but 
people would think we were crazy 
if we pronounced it that way.” 

I could hardly wait to get home 
and look it up. Sure enough, five 
dictionaries list “swayv” as first 
choice, and Merriam Webster's 
lists it as second choice, Now the 
question is, shouldn’t the broad- 
casters say “Swayv” for the rea- 
son that it is the correct pronun- 
ciation?—J. M. 

Answer: The broadcaster is cor- 
rect in wishing to avoid pronun- 

| ciations that are unfamiliar or too 

| precise. On the other hand he is 
|off the beam in asserting that 
“swayv” is “the correct pronuncia- 
tion,” meaning, of course, that 
“swahv” is only “regular” (I as- 
sume he meant “colloquial’’). 
First of all, “swayv” is British. 

Of the seven accepted American 

dictionaries in my library, “swayv”’

Also worthy of note is the fact 
that of the three American dic- 
tionaries which favor “swayv,” 
two— The New Century and Funk 
and Wagnalls’—lean strongly to- 
ward British usage. Indeed, the 
late Frank H. Vizetelly, Funk and 
Wagnalls’ chief wordman, was 
British born and educated. He was 
not naturalized as. an American 
until 1926, 

It thus becomes clear that 
“swahv” is clearly the prevailing 
American pronunciation, and 
“swayv” is hardly ever heard in 
American speech, a fact which the 
Los Angeles broadcaster himself 
admits by saying, “people would 
think we were crazy,” and s0_on. 

This brings us to these two im- 
portant questions: (1) How can 
there be disagreement among the 
dictionaries: (2) Isn't the diction- 
ary the final authority on correct 
pronunciation? Let us discuss 
them in, that order. 

1. AnYone can write a diction- 

ary. There is no law which com- 
| pels. dictionary writers to agree, 
or, for that matter, to even be 
qualified for the writing thereof.

Rechauffe d'Agneau 


Here is a wonderful way to 
serve cold, leftover lamb—with a 
very fancy name, “Rechauffe 


d’Agneau”: Cut the lamb very 
neatly into fairly thin slices. Don’t 
just hack it in chunks, a pro- 
cedure to which too many cooks 
are prone. Warm a half pint of 
leftover gravy or stock and sea- 
son it with some salt, white pep- 
per, one-fourth teaspoon of dry 
mustard, one-fourth teaspoon of 
curry powder and three large 
tablespoons of currant jelly. When 
all this is scalding not, add a wine 
glass of sherry. Have a hot plat- 
ter ready with slices of. toast. 
Now put the lamb slices into 
the sauce just long enough to 
heat through, but not really to 
cook at all. Then take out with 
a fork and lay them on the toast. 
Pour the boiling gravy over all 
and serve at once, This is a deli- 
cious way to use up what is too 
often an unappealing tag end of

HE Four Power foreign ministers’ conference which got into full swing at 

Paris last week was one of the critical international meetings of history. 

At stake was the great issue of whether the four Powers themselves (the 
United States, Russia, Britain and France) could work together. 

In preparing peace terms to be offered the conquered nations, decisions 
might be reached that would insure the peace of the world for decades. Or 
the conference might split into East-West blocs by failure to agree. Such con- 
sequences might follow as weakening of the authority of the United Natiops, 
open establishment of spheres of influence, and separate peace treaties.

RAHMAN, or Indian, cattle are now 
widely bred in Southern Texas and 
Florida, but they’re pretty much of a 

novelty in Missouri. A herd of Brahmans 
on the ranch of Walter Newell at Pevely, 
30 miles south of St. Louis (intersection of 
Highways 61 and 67), attracts much at- 
tention from passing motorists. Newell 


operates a saddle and harness business. 


on South Broadway, plans to use the cat- 
tle for riding in a prospective weekly 
rodeo. 

The Brahman is distinguished by the 
hump back of its neck, the pendulous 
ears, and the dewlap, the latter the sag- 
ging folds of wrinkled skin hanging from 
the neck. Because in this country it's 
chiefly a cross-breed, there are many 
variations in horns, color and size. 

Brahmans are often seen at rodeos 
because of their belligerence, but their 
chief use is for beef. Advocates contend 
they give 20 per cent more hard beef than 
ordinary cattle, are more succulent and 


tender, more profitable to raise, immune 
to ticks, mosquitoes and flies. Further- 
more, they don’t get blackleg, they spend 
little time in the shade on hot days, thus 
making for more grazing time and fatter 
cattle, and they lose less weight in ship- 
ping. Their breeders are trying to refute 
their tough reputation, and feature photos 
in advertisements showing children on 
their backs. 

First Indian cattle, a bull and a cow, 
were brought to the United States in 1849. 
Four Brahman bulls were imported into 
Louisiana in 1854, and two more in 1885. 
The t large importation—5l—came 
from Bombay in 1906, but as 14 died of 
disease in quarantine, further importa- 
tions from India have been barred. Sub 
sequent large shipments—70 in 1924 and 
88 in 1925—were brought to Texas from 
Brazil, ne gtr of Mexico. There are now 
thousands of range cattle with Brahman 
blood, and the pure line is continued on 
a small scale by some bréeders.

Japanese Volcano’s Lava Streams Devastate

N ERUPTING volcano iaid 
waste Sakura Peninsula on 
Kagoshima Bay, Japan, this 

spring in more than two months of 
continuous activity. 

It was historic Minami Dake, 
3700 - foot double - cone volcano, 
which had created Sakura Jima (is- 
land) and had 26 recorded eruptions 
since 1468. The last previous one, 
in 1914, linked the island with the 
mainland of Southern Kyushu, 
forming the peninsula. 


The latest eruption, starting with 
small air es rumblings, and 
thin smoke clouds, grew progres- 
sively more violent. On March 25, 
it hurled a house-sized boulder 1000 
feet into the air, and belched a 3000- 
foot column of smoke and ash over 
a radius of 22 miles. Three streams 
of lava and boulders, one forming a 
wall 63 feet high, pushed down the 
mountainside to the sea. Two thou- 
sand families on the peninsula fled, 
and two villages were destroyed.
